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COMMENTS 


CASH: 


All cash recorded as received was properly accounted for 
and is summarized on Exhibit B. 


Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized 
warrants. 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank as per de- 
tail shown by Schedule 1. Cash in the amount of $7,420.36, re- 
corded in the 1941 work, was not deposited until January 2nd 
and 3rd, 1942, as per Treasurer’s bank pass book. 


TAXES: 


The 1941 tax commitment was added and found to agree 
with the Assessor’s records. The total commitment was ac- 
counted for by cash, abatements as shown by Schedule 11, or 
was still unpaid as shown by Schedule 2. 


Because of the unsatisfactory condition in which the tax 
accounts were found, it was necessary to examine all tax col- 
lections as recorded on the cash sheets as well as many tax re- 
ceipts. 


The excise tax receipts were checked and, as shown by 
Schedule 13, all cash collected was deposited with the Treasurer. 


TAX LIENS AND DEEDS: 


All receipts from tax liens and deeds appeared to be prop- 
erly recorded. Those still unpaid as of December 31, 1941, ac- 
cording to the records, are shown by Schedules 3 and 4. 


ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 9 


TRUST FUNDS: 


The trust fund investments were examined and are shown 
by Schedule 6. All income withdrawn appeared to have been 
properly accounted for. 


GENERAL: 


The records of the Selectmen were examined and all auth- 
orized expenditures appeared to be supported by proper vouchers. 


With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external 
verification was made of the asset or liability accounts. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


It is our recommendation that the Assessors record their 
commitment to the Tax Collector in a larger and more suitable 
book, and that the Collector record all payments in this com- 
mitment book. 


We further recommend that the Tax Collector discontinue 
the practice of receipting tax bills and give the regular tax re- 
ceipt to the taxpayer when payments are made.

Report of the 
Superintending School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Norway: 
We submit the report of your schools for the year 1941. 


The year has been one of many changes but, on the whole, 
one of progress. The year 1942 promises to be one of many 
problems. The war is causing a teacher shortage. To combat 
this and retain teachers, it seems necessary to follow the lead of 
all communities over the country and raise teachers’ salaries. 
This calls for increased appropriations. 


We call your attention to the financial statements of the sev- 
eral school accounts. An overdraft of $1,234.42 shown in the 
school account would have been reduced to $589.53 if all bills 
owed to the town had been received prior to December 31, 1941. 
This overdraft has been due to several causes; namely, a de- 
crease in tuition from that estimated in preparing the budget, 
increased cost of supplies, increased conveyance costs, etc. 


This past year we have had many changes in the teaching 
personnel, and we feel it is going to be still more difficult to 
maintain our teaching staff. Therefore, the school budget has 
been prepared to provide for salary increases with the hope 
that this will be a factor in retaining and hiring qualified teach- 
ers. More money will be needed to finance home economics and 
agriculture due to the decrease in federal funds. Please note 
that in preparing the budget we have recommended $1,000 less 
in the insurance, apparatus, and appliances account and $800 
less in the repairs account. This has been done in order that 
provisions can be made to increase teachers’ salaries. 


Last year $200 was appropriated for physical examinations and. 
$50 for dental hygiene. We feel that this money has been ex- 
pended with the greatest benefit to all and has resulted in in- 
creased interest in health education, hygiene, and corrections. 
We are very much in favor of continuing this program, as we 
feel that dropping the project now would be a waste of money 
already expended. 
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There are more than two hundred pupils staying at the vil- 
lage schools for noon lunch. Last fall Mrs. Card and the home 
economics department started serving a lunch from surplus 
commodity supplemented by additional food made possible by 
having each pupil pay five cents for the lunch. The number 
staying increased to one hundred and fifty, making it impossible 
to prepare and serve it in the home economics department. We 
recognize the need for the lunch, but up until the present time 
we have found it impossible to get a place at a nominal figure. 
At the present time we are serving fruit juices, dried fruits, ap- 
ples, etc., to the pupils to supplement the lunch they bring. We 
shall continue to do this as long as surplus commodity foods 
are available. 


We submit the 1942 budget with the above points in mind. 
This budget is $2,425 more than was raised for all school pur- 
poses last year and has been approved by the special committee 
from the budget committee. We are asking for your approval 
at town meeting.

Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of Nor- 
way: 


This report of your schools for the year ending December 31, 
1941, is my twentieth as superintendent. 


As this year closes, we are at war. We do not know how 
long this war will last. We do know that war has not ended 
the problems of youth and the schools. Some of the problems 
have been intensified. Some have been postponed. New ones 
have been created. We know very well that we will all be 
called upon to make greater sacrifices to defend our democracy 
than we have ever made before. We do know that the schools 
in a democracy are vital and must go on at any cost. This is 
just as necessary, if not more so, in war as in peace. Teachers 
and all connected with the schools must and will do their part 
to meet the defense needs as they arise. ‘Teachers, as perhaps 
no other group, will be able to build morale for the days to 
come. All citizens should try to aid in this work. Every citizen 
should seek to safeguard the schools that they may work more 
effectively as our first line of defense. We as citizens should 
see to it that they are disturbed as little as possible so that they 
may go on building for the future, for the post-war days when 
America will be taking a place of leadership in planning for a 
lasting peace. 


TEACHERS 


At the time school closed in June, it seemed that we would 
have much the same corps of teachers to ‘start school in Sep- 
tember. During the summer, however, better salaries or more 
desirable locations called many of them. ‘These changes in per- 
sonnel have made the year somewhat broken, but on the whole 
the work has been quite satisfactory. The new teachers have 
been willing and enthusiastic in their work. 


I would like at this time to impress upon the citizens that the 
teacher shortage is serious all over the country and particularly 
so in the small towns, small cities, and rural areas where low 
salaries prevail. The graduates from the teacher training in- 
stitutions cannot take care of the situation. As a partial solu- 
tion educators all over the country are recommending that sal- 
aries of teachers be raised to meet the rising living costs and to 
stop the exodus of teachers from the profession. Salary in- 
creases should range from ten percent to twenty-five percent to 
meet this crisis. Many of the towns and cities of Maine have in- 
creased salaries as of September 1, 1941, or January 1, 1942. 
These raises have varied from ten percent to twenty percent. We 
should consider the seriousness of this teacher shortage and 
advance salaries before the educational standards of the schools 
of our town are seriously impaired. ‘Those of us who remember 
the plight of the schools during the last world war and the years 
following realize that something must be done to prevent a simi- 
lar or a worse Situation. 


Today’s challenge is for unselfish, untiring service on the part 
of the teachers in the common cause of achieving victory. To- 
morrow’s task will require a similar unselfish and untiring de- 
votion to the betterment of man’s lot in the world. The public 
‘schools, through their teachers, are consecrated to both these 
purposes. We should try to give them at least a living wage. 


At the beginning of school in September a series of teachers’ 
meetings was planned to study curriculum problems. To date 
we have held four meetings which have been well attended. 
Teachers have seemed to be interested and have taken part in 
conducting the meetings. To facilitate the meetings, a curricu- 
lum laboratory or teachers’ library is in the process of building. 
The value to be gained from this project depends for the most 
part upon the individual teachers themselves. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


High school enrollment has fallen off quite a bit during the 
past year, but the grade enrollment has remained about the 
same. Congestion in the second, third, fifth, and sixth grades 
confronted us when schools opened in September. This con- 
gestion was taken care of by closing the Lake School and having 
a teacher for a fifth and sixth grade division. It would seem 
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best to continue this same arrangement for another year instead 
of opening the Lake School. The attendance in all of the schools 
has been very good for the most part as shown by the table 
of statistics. 


NUTRITION 


Today, in the United States, through significant studies made 
by the government, it is estimated that forty-five million people 
live below the nutritional safety line. Because they do not get 
the food they need, due to lack of knowledge in nutrition, poor 
eating habits, or poverty, forty percent of the people are not 
getting enough food and the right kind of food to maintain 
health and vigor. Twenty million people have not been getting 
adequate supplies of protective foods. 


This has concerned the average citizen very little. He has 
thought we were a rich nation with an abundance of food. 
He was astonished when it was reported by the draft officials 
that, out of a million young men given physical examinations, 
a total of 380,000 were unfit for general service and one-third 
of these were suffering from disabilities directly or indirectly 
connected with nutrition. 


The schools should do all they can to correct this condition, 
but they cannot do it without the cooperation of every parent 
and every citizen. The noon lunch is very valuable in the 
schools, and surplus foods are available for this purpose. We 
started such a project beginning this year, but it grew to such 
proportions that the home economics department was not able 
to carry on and serve the one hundred and fifty pupils who were 
eligible and who wanted to be served. At the beginning of the 
winter term we tried to get quarters to serve the lunch, but 
none seemed to be available. At present we are serving fruit 
juices, dried fruits, etc., to supplement lunches brought by chil- 
dren. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


Children and young people who are healthy, self-reliant, well- 
trained, and aggressively loyal are vital to the security of our 
country. Especially during war time we must maintain ade- 
quate standards of health, welfare, and education to develop 
and protect our Number 1 National Resource. 
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Last March money was raised to provide for physical exam- 
inations and dental health education. ‘The physical examination 
led to many corrections such as tonsil operations, eye corrections, © 
ete. The dental survey made by Miss Dorothy Bryant and Miss 
Florence Porter from the State Bureau of Health, Division of 
Dental Health, has tended to make the pupils and parents 
dental conscious and has resulted in many corrections. A sum- 
mary of Miss Porter’s report follows. If anyone is interested 
in the complete report, one may be obtained at my office. 

1. Of 516 children examined in Norway, 109 or 21 percent had 
clean teeth; 193 or 37 percent had fair teeth; and 214 or 
42 percent had dirty teeth. In general, more girls than 
boys had clean teeth. 

2. When asked concerning their tooth brushing habits, 303 or 
59 percent of the children reported using their tooth- 
brushes regularly; 171 or 33 percent reported occasional 
use; 42 or 8 percent reported not owning a toothbrush or 
rarely using one. Not all who reported brushing their 
teeth regularly, do it well. 

3. Decayed teeth were found as early as three years of age. 
As age increased, the percent of children with decayed 
teeth increased. Decayed teeth had a tendency to increase 
in number, with age, at a steady rate of one to two newly 
decayed teeth per year. There was no significant differ- 
ence in the incidence and number of decayed teeth be- 
tween boys and girls. 

4, Filled teeth were found in the five year olds. With age 
the incidence of filled teeth increased. Filled teeth, in 
number, had a tendency to approach the number of de- 
cayed teeth, as age increased. Among the older girls 
only did filled teeth exceed decayed teeth. 

To the Division of Dental Health it seems that the town of 
Norway has made a good beginning in the solution of the mouth 
health problem among its children. However, as the analysis 
of the mouth examination records shows, there is more that 
should be done. 

The Division suggests that financial assistance for selected 
families be provided. 


REPORT OF PHYSICAL EXAMINATION 
After the money for medical inspection was appropriated at 
town meeting, the school committee voted to elect Dr. Bean, 
Dr. Dixon, Dr. Nelson, and Dr. Staples as school doctors. From 
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May 1 to May 9 inclusive, children from the subprimary through 
the sixth grade, including all rural school pupils, were given 
physical examinations. 387 pupils were examined. The most 
common defect was poor posture, and much is being done in the 
class rooms and physical education classes to correct this fault. 
Parents should also Keep a watchful eye on their children’s 
posture habits even before they start school. 


PLAY DAY 

This year two days, June 5 and 6, were used for the Pageant 
and Play Day. The first day began with a parade of the Oxford 
and Norway schools, followed by a Health Pageant. In the 
afternoon, open house was held in the grade building. The 
second day was given over to play and games at the fair 
grounds. The pageant and play day events were filmed by 
Raymond Winslow and Charles Lockwood. 

The days were very much worthwhile from a social stand- 
point. As yet we have not decided whether we will conduct 
the play day this year, but a committee of teachers has been 
appointed to study the situation and report their recommen- 
dations at a later meeting. 


CLOSING 
Again I am asking that you study the report of your schools 
and support the school budget by your vote at town meeting. 
I wish to thank the teachers, school committee, and all who 
have helped to keep our schools running efficiently during the 
past year and to solicit the help and cooperation of all citizens 
during the critical year just ahead.

92 ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 


For the past few years, our enrollment has been consider- 
ably above normal, but our registration is declining, and in a 
short time should again become normal. I anticipate a smaller 
enrollment next September. 


In June, a record class of sixty-six was graduated. A larger 
per cent than usual is now in institutions of higher learning, 
and from all reports they are doing very good work. 


At the close of school in June, the resignations of Mrs Mar- 
tha Garroway, Miss Virginia Biddle, and Miss Roberta Greaton 
became effective. These teachers were replaced by Miss Elnora 
Savage, Miss Jeanne Bertocci, and Miss Helen Wormwood. Miss 
Bertocci is a graduate of Bates, and Miss Wormwood and Miss 
Savage are graduates of the University of Maine. 


Our scholastic work and our extra-curricular activities re- 
main practically the same as of the past few years. This pro- 
gram seems well balanced, and it is doubtful if it could be ex- 
panded without a considerable outlay of money. 


The extra-curricular program remains the same as in past 
years with the exception of the addition of a First Aid Course 
for girls taught by Miss Gale. All teachers partcipate in extra- 
curricular work. 


For the past two years, hot lunches have been served by 
Mrs. Card and the girls in the Home Economics Department. 
This desirable work was started again this year, but it was 
found that the number participating in this lunch program was 
so large that it could not be carried on as in past years. It was 
with regret that it was found necessary to discontinue this work 
at the close of the fall term. 


One problem which is bothering somewhat at the present 
time is that of pupils being absent from school. In a great 
many cases such absences are necessary, due to sickness or nec- 
essary work. However, in other cases, the pupil could have 
been and should have been in school. Even though the absentee 
attempts to make up the work lost, it is never possible to do 
this fully due to the missing of the class discussion. I sincerely 
hope that all parents will endeavor to have their children attend 
regularly unless the absence is necessary. 
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Financially, the Athletic Association and all clubs have a bal- 
ance in their accounts which, while not large, is sufficient for 
the needs of the organization. Appended to this report is a 
statement of the Athletic Association and of the Activities Fund. 


Again, an invitation is extended to all citizens to visit the 
school at any time. We would welcome such visits. 


On behalf of the faculty, I wish to thank you and the citi- 


zens for the interest and cooperation in all of our school activ- 
ities. Such manifestations are extremely gratifying.

Report of Health Nurse 


In these troubled times the health of a nation is of great im- 
portance. Is it not our duty, then, as privileged citizens in a 
democracy, to avail ourselves of the material at hand for the 
maintenance of optimum health? 


“Upon what is done to assure physical and mental health dur- 
ing maternity, infancy, childhood and youth depends the vigor 
and health of the adult population.” 


During the year visits were made by the State Bureau of 
Health Nursing Service to prospective mothers to help them 
carry out the physician’s instructions, or if not yet under medical 
care to urge them to secure the services of a physician as early 
in pregnancy as possible. 


Postpartum cases were visited to urge that the mother return 
to her physician for her postpartum examination following de- 
livery and to give instructions in the following of a good health 
routine. 


Visits were made to young infants during the year to urge 
- the mother to keep the baby under medical supervision, to give 
assistance when necessary with the planning of the daily sched- 
ule and to establish good behavior habits. Particular emphasis 
‘was placed on the prevention of communicable diseases which 
take such a heavy toll in childhood. _ It was urged that each 
child be vaccinated against smallpox and immunized against 
diphtheria. 


Preschool children were visited to give instructions to the 
parents regarding dietary needs and general health care. As- 
sistance was offered if needed in the correction of any emotional 
problem which might be present. 


Visits were made to the home of school children for the ac- 
complishment of corrective work. 


Visits were made to the homes of crippled children to inter- 
pret clinic instructions and to assist the family in the follow-up 
care of the patient, 
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Health supervision visits were made to those adults admitted 
to service for assistance with some emotional or health problem. 


Eight meetings of the Norway Health Committee were held. 


Eleven Child Health Conferences were conducted with the co- 
operation of members of the Health Committee and Mother’s 
Club. They made themselves responsible for providing trans- 
portation for those needing this service and for assisting at the 
conference as voluntary workers. This service is of inestimable 
value to the nurse working in the community. 


There was a total attendance of 100 children at the confer- 
ences. Seventy-three children were examined by the attending 
physician. Forty-seven children were immunized against diph- 
theria and 9 children were vaccinated against smallpox. 


At three conferences throughout the year a dentist, assisted 
by the State Dental Hygienist, was present to examine the teeth 
and mouths. Recommendations were made to the mothers for 
care and follow-up work. 


Nine children of varying ages have had tonsils and adenoids 
removed. This program was financed by the Kiwanis Club. 


Twenty-two school pupils were taken by voluntary transpor- 
tation committee to Hebron Sanatorium in order that re-check 
X-rays might be taken. This was a result of the recommenda- 
tions made following the tuberculosis project which was done 
in the schools last year. | 


A tuberculosis program carried out in the industries of Nor- 
way during the latter part of December of 1940 was completed 
by March of 1941. Four hundred ninety-seven tests were given 
and 185 individuals were x-rayed. 


The cooperation and interest shown in the furthering of health 


measures has been most stimulating.

Report of Social Worker- 


The services of a Social Worker have been a part of the Town 
of Norway’s efforts to serve its citizens for the past four years. 
The service was first made possible through the efforts of the 
Selectmen of the town in October, 1938. Under the Social Se- 
curity Act, there is provided an allotment of Federal Funds for 
the use of cooperative State Public Welfare Agencies on the 
basis of plans developed jointly by the State Agency and the 
Children’s Bureau. It was through such a plan that Norway 
has a Social Worker. 


There has been a Social Worker in the town of Norway from 
October, 1938, until November, 1941. At this time Miss Muriel 
Covell left to assume other duties in the Departmnt of Health 
and Welfare in Augusta. In June, 1941, a Social Worker came 
to Norway to take up the service that had already become well 
established in the community. 


The case work service is available to all the citizens of the 
town. Many referrals for service have come from the Select- 
men, court, lawyers, doctors and nurses, school officials and citi- 
zens of the community. Many cases have come to the attention 
of the Social Worker in time to prevent serious family troubles 
or dependency upon the town. 


Relief is not a cure-all. More than just a check is required 
to help some families regain the desire to be self-supporting. 
Sometimes it is a matter of being interested in the family’s 
problem, listening to them and giving helpful suggestions or 
criticisms at the right time. Oftentimes a family gains strength 
from talking with an interested person. 


The Social Worker is interested in the people with whom she 
talks. Really caring about what happens to people is at the 
very core of case work philosophy. It is essential to meet each 
person as an individual with a different problem and to help 
him work through his problem on this basis. 
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“Case work is a way of dealing with human beings and their 
needs, a way of working with people, of thinking about them, 
which, if it has value at all, should be transferable from one 
field of human needs to another.” 


This case work service is not for families and adults alone. 
Many services are given to and for children. Young, unmarried 
mothers have needed help in making places for their children. 
Work homes have been found for young people. Plans have 
been made for the children of working mothers. Foster homes 
have been found for children who, for one reason or another, 
have no home of their own. Children needing specific medical 
care have been referred to Crippled Children’s Clinic, other 
medical clinics, or to Hebron for examination and X-ray. Where- 
ever there may be a financial, health, behavior or emotional 
problem, the services of your Social Worker are available. 


During the time since Social Worker’s Service was re-estab- 
lished there have been over seventy-five different families 
referred from many different sources. Only a small per cent 
of these cases are recipients of relief. Some, however, have 
been border line cases who have needed occasional help. Other 
of these different families have received service because of fam- 
ily troubles, health problems, plans for children, adoption, un- 
married mothers, and many other minor services. 


During this period also, the Social Worker has had supervision 
of recipients of Aid to Dependent Children, World War Relief 
and children in care and custody of the State. 


The services of the Social Worker have become a part of this 
community. Social Work is a shared responsibility of the So- 
cial Worker and every citizen of this town. In making safe and 
strong our community and family life we are making a unified 
Home Front.

CASH 


An examination was made of all receipts as recorded and 
the cash for same was found to have been deposited frequently 
in the bank. The detail is shown on Exhibit B. 


Expenditures were made from properly authorized warrants 
supported by invoices and payrolls on file, and are summarized 
on Exhibits B and D. 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank and found to 
be correct. The detail is shown on Schedule 1. 


TAXES 


The 1942 tax commitment was found to be in agreement. with 
the Assessors’ records. The balance due from the Collector on 
this commitment is supported by a list of unpaid taxes taken 
from his records as shown by Schedule 2. 


Due to the unsatisfactory and undesirable condition of the 
Collector’s tax records, it was necessary for our auditors to 
check all payments to the cash sheets, as well as to the individu- 
al accounts in the commitment book. It is our recommendation 
that the Collector exercises more care in collecting the exact 
amount of each tax and posting the same amount to the tax 
sheets and commitment book. 


All receipts from tax liens and deeds appeared to have been 
properly recorded. Those still remaining unpaid, according to 
the records, are shown on Schedules 3 and 4. 
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The excise tax collections were verified with the copies 
of the receipts and disclosed the following:

DOG LICENSES 


The dog licenses issued were verified with the duplicate re- 
ceipts and it was found that your Town Clerk had collected 
$376.50, which amount was paid to the State Treasurer. 


GENERAL 


A test check was made of invoices and payrolls as to their 
accuracy and authority and as far as our examinations went, 
they appeared to be proper charges and correctly recorded. 

With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external verifi- 
cation was made of your asset or liability accounts.

Since the opening, a considerable number of pupils have 
left school for various reasons—a large number entering private 
employment, and some entering the armed services. Our enroll- 
ment at the present time would be considerd average in rela- 
tion to other secondary schools. Our graduating class last June 
was composed of fifty-six members, some of whom are contin- 
uing their studies in various institutions. Others are gainfully 
employed, and some are in the armed forces. 


It was with regret that in June we accepted the resignations 

of Miss Eunice Gale, Miss Doris Currier, and Mrs Elnora Grant. 
With the decreased enrollment, we were able to eliminate one 
teaching position; and the two remaining positions were filled 
by Miss Elizabeth Caldwell, a graduate of the University of 
Maine, and Miss Dorothy Frost, a graduate of Bates College. 
During the fall term, Miss Martha Anderson resigned to enter 
private employment and was replaced by Mrs Adeline Klain, 
who taught here formerly. 


With the participation of the United States in the “war, some 
changes were made in our curriculum; thus, studies in our cur- 
riculum which are of value to a young man in‘the service were 
emphasized. Physical training three times a week has been 
made compulsory for boys in the Junior and Senior Classes. 
Through the cooperation of the Rifle Club of Norway, target 
practice has been made available to the boys in school under 
expert instruction. I wish to thank these men for giving their 
time and the use of their rifles in order to teach the boys marks- 
manship and safety with fire arms. This training is in accord- 
ance with the recommendations from the army that the secon- 
dary schools do everything possible to build up the physical 
condition of the young men who will, in all probability, be enter- 
ing some branch of the service. 


We have been somewhat limited in the amount of helpful 
work which we might do as an aid to the war effort because of 
lack of industrial courses. We have, however, participated 


in every way possible. The commercial club is sponsoring the 
sale of defense stamps. The entire school participated in the 
scrap drive, a summary of which is attached to this report. 
During the fall, boys were excused from classes to assist some 
farmers in harvesting their products—corn, apples, and potatoes, 
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During the winter we have excused boys from classes to aid the 
town in removal of snow. The commercial sugar rationing was 
handled entirely by the senior commercial classes. The teach- 
ers in all schools have participated in all rationing programs. 
Both pupils and faculty stand ready to do whatever is possible 
whenever any call is made for services of this sort. 


The outside activities have been somewhat curtailed owing to 
the difficulties in obtaining transportation both by us and by the 
schools whom we ordinarily play. However, we are playing 
games whenever possible. The athletic program for the girls 
this year is in charge of Miss Helen Wormwood. 


Our biggest problem is the absences from school of many of: 
our pupils. I fully realize that with the shortage of man power, 
a great amount of work must of necessity be done by 
high’ school boys and_ girls. A certain percentage of 
absences because of sickness must be expected. I do feel, 
that with a little thought on the part of the parents, much of 
this work could be done by the pupil outside of school hours, 
thus enabling him to be present at nearly all sessions. Low 
ranks in a pupil’s studies this past half-year may be attributed 
in large part to such absences. As I remarked in my report 
last year, I sincerely hope that all parents will endeavor to have 
their children regular in attendance at school. It will make 
the work much easier for the child and eliminate a great many 
failures. 


Financially, all organizations connected with the school have 
a working balance. The financial report of the Athletic Asso- 
ciation and Activity fund is appended to this report. 


We would welcome visits of the citizens of the town at any 
or all of our sessions in order that they may become familiar 
with our work. 


The faculty joins me in thanking you and the citizens of the 
town for the loyalty and interest in our undertakings. We 
greatly appreciate such evidences of cooperation on your part.

Report of the 
Superintending School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Norway: 


We submit the report of your schools for the year 1942. 


We have had many changes in our teaching staff this past 
year, but on the whole we have been very fortunate in secur- 
ing teachers to fill our vacancies. During the year we have had 
seven changes in the elementary schools and four in the high 
school, or a thirty-seven per cent turnover. Considering the 
instability of our teaching staff and the hysteria and interrup- 
tions caused by the war, the year has been as successful as could 
be expected. If we are to retain our present staff, we must 
raise their salaries. This means increased appropriations. We 
have planned in our budget to give all teachers and janitors 
salary increases in keeping with the town’s ability to pay. With 
these increases and additional money that may be secured by 
legislative enactment at this session of the legislature, we are in 
hopes of retaining our staff intact. 


We call your attention to the several school accounts. Fi- 
nancial statements show unexpended balances in all accounts. 
We feel that this is very commendable considering the rise in 
cost of all services and materials. 


During the fall term one of our commercial teachers, Miss 
Martha Anderson, resigned, and Mrs. Adeline Klain, a member 
of the committee and a former commercial teacher in our 
high school, resigned from the school committee and was elected 
to the commercial vacancy. Mrs Bertha Tufts was appointed 
to fill out the remainder of the year. | 


During the past two years, money has been appropriated for 
physical examinations and dental hygiene. The money has been 
expended so that we feel a satisfactory health program has 
been started in all of our schools. This program should be 
continued particularly at this time, as there is more need than 
ever before to insure the physical well-being of our pupils. 
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When school began last fall, we found that owing to the 
gasoline and rubber situation, there was a.likelihood of losing 
our high school tuition pupils coming from Waterford and 
Stoneham. Interested citizens cooperated in the purchase and 
' financing of a bus to care for the situation. The bus was pur- 
chased and is driven by a high school student at no cost to the 
town as pupils transported are paying for the service at the 
rate of $1.50 per week per pupil. 


During the past fourteen years we have heated our school 
buildings with oil, but because of the fuel oil shortage we have 
had to convert to coal. The W. P. B. granted us the right to 
purchase an automatic stoker, and it is now installed. We are 
heating all of the buildings with one boiler which is doing a 
very satisfactory job. From the experience we have had thus 
far, we believe that we will be able to heat the buildings much 
better and more economically than we have ever done. To heat 
with one boiler, some changes in our heating plant are neces- 
sary. The stoker cost $1,154.00 installed, and necessary changes 
in the plant will make the complete cost of the conversion 
around $2,500.00. 


The following budget is practically the same as was raised for 
all school purposes last year, and we are asking for your ap- 
proval at town meeting.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of Norway: 

I herewith submit my twenty-first report as superintendent 
of your schools for the year ending December 31, 1942. 

We are in total war. War and the coming reconstruction 
emphasize as never before the importance of education for dem- 
ocratic citizenship. A vital program of education is essential to 
the morale, efficiency, and wisdom of the nation—in 1943 and in 
the years that are to follow. Heavy responsibilities rest upon 
the schools whether in war or in peace. It is for us as teachers, 
school committee members, and citizens to see that the mental, 
moral, physical, and emotional needs of our pupils are met in 
every possible way. If these responsibilities are shirked at this 
time, they can never be made up to our children. ‘The schools 
must go on and do the best job possible in training citizens for 
the world of tomorrow. 


TEACHERS 

The teacher shortage has continued to become more serious 
with the stepping up of the war program. Beginning school 
in September, we had four new teachers in the grades and two 
in the high school. Since school started in:September, we have 
_lost two teachers in the high school and two in the elementary 
schools. Thus far we have been very fortunate in being able 
to keep our schools running. Teachers’ salaries are still much 
,too low as compared with salaries in other professions and in 
other work. Teachers’ salaries have not kept pace with the 
rising cost of living. If we are to retain our teachers and not 
face a serious shortage, salaries must be increased. Twelve 
hundred dollars a year should be the minimum salary fora 
teacher; and until we approach that minimum, we will con- 
tinue to lose trained teachers to better paying positions. I 
would recommend that all teachers’ salaries be increased. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 
Enrollment in the high school has continued to decrease, but 
has remained about the same ag last year in the elementary 
schools. The attendance, particularly in the high school, has 
been very poor. This has been due to several causes, but more 
particularly due to pupils staying out to work. There has been 
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a tendency for pupils to be absent with no legitimate excuse 
and cases where pupils have been kept out to work without ex- 
cuse. There is a tendency toward truancy in the schools 
throughout the country, and we must be much more rigid in 
the enforcement of the truancy laws. I would urge that parents 
cooperate in Keeping their children in school unless it is abso- 
lutely necessary that they be absent. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 

Our health program has continued this year the same as dur- 
ing the past. Money was raised for physical examinations and 
dental health education. The dental health education has been 
carried on under the direction of the State Bureau of Health, 
Dental Division. Dr. Bean, Dr. Dixon, Dr. Nelson, and Dr. Sta- 
ples were elected as school doctors and gave physical examin- 
ations to the pupils of the seventh grade, the eighth grade, the 
high school, and the sub-primary grade. This completed the 
examination of all pupils, as the first six grades were examined 
last year. 


Miss Porter is carrying on the dental health program the same 
as last year, and the money we raise gives us twenty-three days 
of her services. Her work consists of mouth examinations and 
mouth health education to the pupils in the different schools. 
Last year the work was confined to the elementary grades. This 
year we are extending the work into the high school. The stu- 
dent council of the senior and junior high schools are helping 
to promote the program. Miss Porter’s findings follow: 


“For the second year the Town of Norway, in cooperation 
with the Division of Dental Health of the State Bureau of 
Health, has sponsored a mouth health education program of 
twenty-three days’ duration. The activities included mouth ex- 
aminations for 344 pupils enrolled in the primary and rural 
schools, all new pupils in the village grade school and over 
seventy per cent of the high school students. Each pupil was 
given a written mouth health report to be taken to his parents. 

“The dental hygienist taught fifty mouth health lessons in the 
various classrooms of the elementary schools. 

“A dental health committee with faculty adviser has been 
organized in the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades for the pur- 
pose of keeping alive an interest in mouth health as the -year 
progresses. 
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“It was estimated that approximately sixty-eight per cent of 
the pupils who were examined last year made one or more 
dental visits during the intervening period. 


“In the high school with the aid of the Student Council a pro- 
gram was undertaken for the first time. As an introduction, the 
dental hygienist spoke at an assembly, pointing out the dental 
conditions of the country at large and stressing the importance 
of good dental health as a part of general health for every indi- 
vidual man and woman alike during this crucial war period. 
The Council made a dental survey of the school to determine 
with what degree of regularity the students are obtaining den- 
tal care. Of one hundred and forty-four high school students 
who received dental examinations, twenty-three per cent were 
apparently free of dental decay for the time being. The fact 
that eighty per cent of the mouths showed a reasonable amount 
of past dental care and yet all but twenty-three per cent were 
in need of further care, indicates to us how frequently and reg- 
ularly dental visits must be made in order to keep up with the 
incidence of dental decay. Anywhere from one to sixteen de- 
cayed teeth were found in some of the mouths. 


“Following the visit of the dental hygientist, the Council will 
aim toward one hundred per cent dental corrections for the 
student body. 


“A modern dental health sound film entitled ‘About Faces” 
and narrated by Lowell Thomas was viewed by many of the 
pupils. 

“A more detailed statistical report will be compiled and sent 
to the Town later in the year. 

“In general, the program has been a varied one with cooper- 
ation and interest expressed by the participants.”

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PENNY MILK PROGRAM 


This year we have had the penny milk program in the schools. 
This program is a federal project, and the milk costs the pupils 
le for a half pint—the federal government paying the balance. 
I believe the program is a worthwhile one, and it would be fine 
if more pupils would avail themselves of the privilege. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS 


We have continued our teachers’ meetings of last year study- 
ing curriculum problems with the purpose of setting up certain 
aims and objectives for the elementary schools. At the present 
time we have accomplished much and are working out a system 
of reports to parents that will show them what we are trying to 
do to guide the development of boys and girls. When these re- 
ports are completed, it is hoped that they will show the parents 
what progress their children are making in school better than 
the reports now in use. Before these reports are put into use, 
a form will be submitted to parents for their approval and sug- 
gestions. We hope to get these forms into the hands of parents 
for such approval before the end of the present school year and 
to have them ready for use in the schools when school opens next 
September. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


For details as to work in the high school, I refer you to Mr. 
Sampson’s report. 

I wish to thank the teachers, the school committee, and all 
who have helped to keep the school program running smoothly 
and efficiently. That same help and cooperation will be doubly 
needed in the year just beginning if our schools are to keep up 
their standards.

The Report Of Public Health 
Nurse, 1942 


Maintaining the health of your community at a high level is 
an essential part of the National Defense Program. The protec- 
tion of public health requires intelligent and active cooperation 
of every citizen. 


At this time of grave emergency when nurse and lay effort 
must be used to the maximum, the work of Health Committees 
assumes new importance. This committee not only assists the 
nurse but broadens interest in the health of your community. 
Your community has a small but faithful group of citizens assist- 
ing the nurse. Surely there are many people interested in pub- 
lic health. It is hoped this Health Committee will be enlarged 
this next year. 


As a measure of prevention of epidemics of disease, which are 
apt to flourish under wartime conditions due to the shifting 
population, opportunity for immunization was offered in Nor- 
way this past year. The largest number receiving innoculation 
for diphtheria was in the group over five years of age. It is 
recommended that immunization against diphtheria be started 
before age of one year. 


Visits were made to prospective mothers to assist them in 
securing medical examinations and supervision early in preg- 
nancy; to arrange for some type of nursing care throughout the 
maternity cycle. 


One hundred and seven visits were made to infants and pre-. 
school children to urge the mothers to keep children under 
medical supervision, emphasizing immunization and prevention 
of communicable diseases and when necessary to assist mothers 
with daily schedule. Some of these visits were made to demon- 
strate formula making. Many parents were assisted in cor- 
recting undesirable health habits. 
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Physical examinations were done in the spring of the year in 
the schools. As soon as results are known follow-up visits will 
be made to assist the mother in planning for correction of the 
defects found. We sincerely hope the parents are consulting 
their family physician relative to these defects. 


Today when reports of Selective Service Boards are showing 
rejection because of physical defect and defective teeth are at 
the top of the list, it behooves us to look at the program in your 
community and facilities for correction. The Mother’s Club 
with co-operation of the Health Committee is interested in a 
dental program for the correction of defects of teeth. They 
now have plans to carry out a dental program this coming year. 


Nine follow-up visits were made to crippled children to inter- 
pret the clinic instruction or to encourage clinic attendance with 
permission of family physician. 


Sixteen visits were made to communicable disease cases to 
assist in finding contacts and to secure medical examination and 
supervision. 


It is heartening to find a health committee in Norway and it 
is through this committee much of the healh work has been 
accomplished.

IMMUNIZING CLINIC 
Last April the doctors of Norway held a Clinic for immuniza- 
tion against diphtheria. Because of the large number immun- 
ized at one time we were able to greatly reduce our regular fee 
for each child immunized. Although vaccination against small- 
pox was offered to all citizens of the town free of charge, it was 
interesting to note that more were immunized against diphtheria 
than were vaccinated.

Report Of Social Worker 


In the fifth year of Social Work Service in the Town of Nor- 
way it is helpful to perceive the initial purpose of this work, to 
evaluate what contribution has been made, and to observe in 
what direction this Service should proceed. 


By virtue of that portion of the Social Security Act, known 
as Child Welfare Services, (Title 5, Part 3), the Children’s Bureau 
of the United States was enabled ‘‘to co-operate with State pub- 
lic welfare agencies in establishing, extending and strengthen- 
ing, especially in predominantly rural areas, public welfare 
services for the protection and care of homeless, dependent, and 
neglected children in danger of becoming delinquent.” Thereby 
the State Bureau of Social Welfare serves as-a supervising 
organization through which this Town has had the services of 
Miss Muriel T. Covell and Miss Mary F. Carswell; it is con- 
tinuing its immeasurable help with your present Social Worker 
who assumed her responsibilities here on October 10, 1942. 


This service, which was instituted here in Norway in 1938, 
began by request of the Town through its Selectmen. It is 
maintained through an appropriation from this Town in addi- 
tion to a grant from the Child Welfare Service Fund of the 
Federal Children’s Bureau and with operating expenses from 
the State Bureau of Social Welfare. 


Financial dependency has constituted a very real responsi- 
bility for our Town, particularly as a repercussion of the de- 
pression of 1929. Basic causes of dependency are known to be 
sickness, personal deficiency, family maladjustment, instability, 
insufficient education, industrial dislocation, old age, and al- 
coholism. 


During Social Work’s infancy here, investigation and case 
work with low-income families loomed large in the total work. 
Now, with the present acceleration of industry’s wheels, this 
phase of the welfare problem is becoming increasingly small; 
however, your Selectmen, through their frequent referrals, 
indicate that skilled and understanding treatment of the tem- 
porarily disadvantaged client merits consideration. 
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The most active responsibility which your Social Worker is 
now carrying is in case work service on individual and family 
social problems. Neighbors, teachers, ministers, doctors, law- 
yers, nurses, the Extension Service, and clients themselves are 
referring specific problems for help in working out a solution. 


For some people there is a therapeutic value in having some- 
one with whom they can unburden themselves. In other in- 
stances clients are guided in making choices or changes through 
having all the factors in their situation presented. Again, there 
are problems brought to the attention of the Social Worker 
which can best be handled by specific organizations in the com- 
munity or by another agency; and these are referred in turn to 
the Nurse, the Public Assistance Worker, the Psychologist, the 
Lawyer, the Minister, and the Teacher, as the case may be. 


Certain specific responsibilities on the State level are being 
performed also; namely, the care and supervision of children 
committed. to the State, investigation of World War Relief 
Assistance and of Hospital Aid applications. 


The present war tempo and atmosphere, while it has not 
changed the nature of children’s problems, has immeasurably 
quickened the extent and intensity of them. We have as a 
realistic warning the experience of England, which having 
neglected her work for and with children, suddenly found in 
the first year of the war a 41% increase in delinquency. 


We are aware of the dangers of the present maelstrom, and 
we are thereby all the more concerned that our children have 
every possible opportunity for richness of experience and inner 
satisfactions in life, that they may be useful citizens of their 
own community and of the unified world of tomorrow. If we 
believe that the basic foundations for democracy are chiefly 
built on the normal experiences which a child shares in a 
happy, secure, and affectionate home, then it is imperative that 
we interest ourselves to see that stable family life be both 
protected and strengthened. - : , 


It is of supreme concern for us to realize that the practice 
of religious living and the participation in church life is a nec- 
essity for every child in our community. Further, individual 
development and social growth through group activities is an 
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essential experience for all of our boys and girls. Finally, rec- 
reation is basic to wholesome development; there appears to be 
obvious need for concerted planning and action in establishing 
recreational activities throughout this community. 


A present lack of low cost rents certainly is indicative of at 
least a minor community problem. Whether or not currently 
occupied dwellings are of a standard compatible with decency 
and health is another question which should be faced if we are 
concerned with the wholesome growth of all of our children. 


These spotty undeveloped areas in this community are not 
our unique problem alone, but they are “our” problem. To best 
serve the unified needs of our children, a coordinated 
community-wide committee might well be at work studying, 
recommending, and coordinating constructive planned efforts. 


The Child Welfare Worker serves your community in the 
way which you desire—in rehabilitation, in protection, in fact 
finding, or in progressive planning. The work of making. this 
community the best possible place for our children to be nur- 
tured is a job which calls for concern and effort by all the 
community together. “In brief, there is a tide in the affairs of 
childhood which, taken at the flood, leads on to Man—and which 
must be so taken if such destiny is ever to be reached.”

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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


February 14, 1944 
To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Norway: 


The Town of Norway in 1943, operating for the first time 
under the Town Manager Plan, has had a successful year. Out 
of a commitment of $123,113.59 only $4,321.04 remained unpaid 
December 31st., 1943, making current taxes collected 96.2%. 
All bills were paid as they became due. As of December 31st., 
there were no notes payable. The cash balance was $12,106.61 
and the Town’s net debt had been decreased by $6,940.15. 


Due credit for these accomplishments should be given your 
Board of Selectmen and other Municipal Officers as until May 
24th., 1943, your previous form of Municipal Management was 
in full effect. 


In spite of labor conditions, increased material costs and 
difficulties incident to obtaining same, our highways and bridges 
have been kept in a better than average state of repair. There 
has, of course, been no new construction. Our motorized equip- 
ment is rapidly wearing out, repair bills are increasing and 
breakdowns are only to be expected. Plans might well be 
made to replace or supplement this equipment when economical]- 
ly practical to do so. It appears that the addition of a tractor 
plow to be used for snow removal in the village proper would 
make unnecessary to a large extent the use of the Adams 
Motor Grader as a snow plow, a function for which, as. now 
fitted, it was never intended. : 


In conclusion may I thank the Board of Selectmen, other 
Municipal Officers and the Citizens of Norway for the fine co- 
operation shown this office during 1943. I wish, also, to express 
my personal appreciation of the loyalty and devotion to the 
Town’s interests so evident in the services performed by all 
our employees.

TAXES—PROPERTY AND POLL 
The 1943 tax commitment was found to be in agreement with 


the Assessors’ records. The balance due from the Collector on 


this commitment is represented by a list of unpaid taxes taken 
from the records as summarized on Schedule 2, with sup- 
porting detail being shown on Schedule 2-a. The unpaid prior 
years’ taxes are also shown on Schedules 2 and 2-a. 


Payments received on tax liens and deeds were found to have 
been applied against the proper items and those still remaining

All income was left on deposit, except 
for the withdrawal of $30.67 from the Library Fund income 
which amount was credited to the Library Account. 

We are not showing on the balance sheet Exhibit A the 
balance of $566.15 impounded trust funds as it is doubtful of col- 
lection, however, for record purposes this amount with detail 
is shown on Schedule. 6. 


GENERAL 
Our test check of paid invoices and payrolls indicated they 
were proper charges and correctly recorded. 


Victory and Withholding Tax deductions were examined and 
appeared to be properly recorded. Deductions were made and 
receipts issued for same, and payments were made monthly 
to the Collector of Internal Revenue. 


The records of dog licenses issued by your Town Clerk 
showed collections in the sum of $380.20, which amount has 
been paid to the State Treasurer. 


With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external veri- 
fication was made of your asset and liability accounts. 


Cash collection of the current or 1943 taxes amounted to 
96.2% of the commitment while cash collection for all years 
during 1943, as applied to the current commitment, was 102.1%.

Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Norway, the School] Committee 
submits its annual report: 


The year just past has had its many problems, but on the 
whole it has been successful. Considering the unsettled condi- 
tions due to war, we have conducted our schools with but few 
interruptions. We appreciate the fine cooperation from all 
during the past year. 


During the summer vacation alterations were made on the 
heating plant, and a fire exit was built on the gymnasium at the 
order of the State Department of Health and Safety. By in- 
sulating the ceiling at the Swift’s Corner School, we have made 
the building much warmer. The Lower Primary School was 
improved by putting on a new ceiling and hanging new doors. 
This has made the building much warmer. 


Teachers’ salaries have been raised by as much as twenty per 
cent in some cases, but we would urge a still further increase of 
ten percent throughout the faculty so that we may retain our 
teachers. Since Pearl Harbor 200,000 teachers have left the 
schools. Our teachers’ colleges—the main source of new teach- 
ers—have but forty percent of their prewar enrollment. With- 
out facing the fact that teachers’ salaries are far too low in 
proportion to teacher preparation and responsibility, we cannot 
hold our own and go forward as a nation during the highly 
competitive years ahead. 


The average annual salary of teachers in the United States 
is $600 below the average wage of factory employees. 


Of the 5,625 teaching positions on which a report has been 
received at the State Department of Education, 4,128 teachers 
have continued on from last year, 1,350 have been newly em- 
ployed, and when the reports were sent in there were 147 teach- | 
ing positions in the state for which teachers had not been ob- 
tained. A questionnaire also showed that Maine has lost since 
last spring 127 teachers to the armed forces and 167 to war 
industry and business. One hundred thirty-five teaching 
positions are being filled by persons who hold Emergency 
War Permits. 
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We have hired two extra teachers in the elementary schools, 
Mrs. Guy Rowe and Mrs. Walter Noyes, to help in the crowded 
grades and to’serve as substitutes when teachers are ill. This 
is equivalent to. a sick leave for teachers. 


Even with rising costs and salary increases, the department 
has operated within its budget in nearly all cases and shows a 
credit balance of $2,135.34. We would call your attention to 
the financial school statement. 


For details as to the work in the schools we would call your 
attention to the reports of the superintendent of schools and 
the principal of the high school. 


:. The. physical examinations have been conducted as during 
past years. The Mouth Health Program was carried on by the 
Department of Health. and Welfare, Dental Division. We feel 
that these services are worthwhile and urge that they be con- 
tinued with an additional $100 for some dental corrections. It is 
most essential to a child’s health that he have healthy teeth. 
Some parents do not realize this. It is, therefore, very necessary 
that the care of the teeth be brought to the attention of the 
children and explained to them. In addition, if actual correc- 
tions could be made in needy cases, it would be a worthwhile 
project. 


The following budget is made a part of our report and 
shows increases all along the line due to rising costs: and 
salary increases. This budget is our recommendation’ of money 
necessary to carry on the work of your schools. We are asking 
that you give it your careful consideration and approval at 
town meeting.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of Norway: 


I submit my twenty-second annual report relative to the work 
of the public schools of Norway. 


The year just past has been crowded with many unusual prob- 
lems. During this second year of our participation in this great 
world conflict, pupils and teachers, as well as parents, have had 
to meet a constant strain and continual interruption of their nor- 
mal ways of life. Our teachers have given many hours to help in 
the rationing program and other war work. These contributions 
they have made willingly and cheerfully. Their only desire has 
been to help the community and nation. Their loyalty and good 
sportsmanship have been a great asset. 


READING READINESS 


Many parents and teachers assume that every child, whether 
he be five, six, or seven years of age, who enters schoo] can be 
taught to read almost immediately. Surveys in representative 
communities all over the country show, however, that almost 
twenty per cent of first grade children fail to read the usual 
beginning textbooks with competence by the end of the first 
year. This is true even when disproportionate emphasis and 
time are given to the mechanics of reading and when immature 
children are forced to work under tension. One major conclu- 
sion from research studies investigating this high rate of failure 
is that, for a variety of reasons, every six-year-old child is not 
ready to read. 


All children who enter school are not endowed with the at- 
titudes, abilities, habits, and skills necessary for successful 
achievement in reading the formal preprimers, primers, and 
reading texts. They differ widely in the level of physical, mental, 
emotional, and social maturity that they have reached. These 
_ differences are due to the variability of their biological natures 
and to the experiences they have had in the home and commun- 
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ity. The teacher must recognize and deal with these differ- 
ences. Both experience and research have shown that most 
children between the ages of five and six years are too mentally 
immature to learn to read successfully, In like manner, physical, 
emotional, and social immaturities affect readiness to read. 
Gross injustice may be done to children by forcing them into 
situations that invite continuous failure and consequent frustra- 
tion. 


The responsibility of determining. when each child is ready to 
read rests with the teacher. She must obtain her information 
from observation, records, tests, and conferences. Data derived 
from these sources should be studied and interpreted in order to 
estimate the social, physical, and mental maturity of each indiv- 
-idual. For the young child entering school the personal-social 
adaptability is especially important. Physical development and 
maturity may be ascertained by studying health and medical 
records, by administering simple formal and informal tests of 
vision, hearing, motor control, and handedness, and by systematic 
observation and records of the child’s general physical develop- 
ment. Intellectual maturity is measured by means of individual 
and group tests of intelligence and by the use of reading readi- 
ness tests which provide indices of oral language ability, con- 
cepts, ability to follow directions, story comprehension, auditory 
discrimination, visual discrimination, and memory span. 


We are stressing our reading readiness program more this year 
than in former years. We are trying to determine when the chil- 
dren are ready to read and are not allowing them to read before 
they are ready. We are determining this readiness by means of 
observation and informal and formal tests. I would urge that 
parents visit the schools and talk with their child’s teacher about 
the pre-reading program we are trying to follow in our schools. 


REPORTS TO PARENTS 


One of the problems with which every school is confronted is 
how to report educational growth to the pupil and to his parents. 
For many years the ‘common practice was to report achievement 
on a percentage of perfection basis; a mark of eighty-one in 
spelling indicated that the pupil could spéll eighty-one per cent 
of the words that he was expected to’ spell ata particular grade 
level. Then came the normal curve, with a symbol denoting the 
pupil’s percentile rank in his class. After the contract plan was 
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adopted as a teaching technique in many schools, marks on re- 
ports indicated how much work a pupil had done. With in- 
creased attention to individual differences and to achievement 
in relation to individual ability, some schools abandoned formal 
report cards entirely and others began to show merely that pu- 
pils were doing “satisfactory” or ‘unsatisfactory’ work. The 
trend in marking seems to be toward a system which allows for a 
great amount of description of the pupil’s growth. 


Last year the Norway teachers studied report cards and after 
much thought formulated a report card which they felt best re- 
ported the pupil’s growth in civic, social, and work habits as well 
as in learning outcomes. We are using these reports for the 
first time this year and these, together with other data about 
the pupils, are to become a part of a permanent cumulative rec- 
ord for each pupil. These records are to be in a folder for each 
pupil and kept in the class room. 


I would urge parents having questions they do not understand 
about the report of their children to talk with the teachers. The 
teachers welcome suggestions for ways of improving reports to 
parents so that by cooperation of the home and school maximum 
growth may be achieved by the pupils. © 


TEACHER SHORTAGE AND SALARIES 


It would seem needless to mention the fact of the teacher 
shortage which has been publicized somuch. This shortage will 
continue and become more acute in the year ahead. We have 
lost in ‘trained personnel what we have been years building up. 
Quoting from a letter from the National Education Association: 

“The children of this country are facing a tragic situation. 
Never before have so many teachers been forced out of the pro- 
fession because of their inability to meet rising living costs on 
their low salaries. In order to keep well qualified teachers in 
the schools, to improve their morale, and to enlist the interest 
of young people in teaching as a career, it is necessary that . 
teachers’ salaries be substantially increased. Every citizen. 
needs to ask himself this question, ‘What chance will my boy or 
girl have without capable teachers?’ 

‘Tt will require approximately $600,000,000 more than we are 
now spending to bring teachers’ salaries into line with increased 
cost of living and with the earnings of industrial workers. To 
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provide the needed adjustments will require the combined action 
of local, state, and national authorities.” 
e 
We have been very fortunate in retaining so many of our 
teachers and maintaining the standards of our teaching person- 
nel. ‘Part of this has been due to the fact that we were able to 
give all of our teachers a substantial salary increase. I would 
urge that funds be made available to raise all of our teachers 
at least ten per cent. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


The high school enrollment has remained about the same with 
a tendency to decrease. Many of the grades show sharp in- 
creases, particularly in the sub-primary and first grades. There 
are four overflow teachers helping to carry on the work of the 
grades. The attendance of pupils has for the most part been 
very good. As in previous years, I would urge that parents 
cooperate in keeping their children in schoo] unless it is absolute- 
ly necessary that they be absent. By so doing we can help 
eliminate the tendency to delinquency that is prevalent all over 
the nation. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS 


The professional spirit seems to be very fine among our teach- 
ers. The Norway teachers are holding meetings with the Paris 
teachers and discussing the problems of modern education. 
These meetings are entirely on a voluntary basis and it has been 
very gratifying to note the fine attendance and spirit shown at 
these meetings. It would be fine if these meetings should lead 
to a strong teachers’ club for this section of the state. On 
March 17, there will be an all day Institute at Association Hall 
in South Paris. The teachers from the unions of Bethel, Rum- 
ford, Canton, Dixfield, Fryeburg, and Mexico have been invited 
to attend and participate. Dr. William H. Burton, of the Grad- 
uate School of Education, Harvard University, will be the speak- 
er and will discuss problems of modern education. These prob- 
lems are to be submitted by teacherg.of this vicinity. The pub- 
lic is invited to attend the meeting: - 
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FINANCIAL 


There is a large unexpended balance in the school account. 
When the school budget was made up for 1943, it was estimated 
that we would get $5,200 from the State School Fund. Due to 
legislative enactment we received $7,508.28. Teachers’ salaries 
have been raised so that this surplus will more than be used up 
in the year 1944 and additional money will have to be raised to 
care for increased expense in maintenance and personnel. 


CONDITION OF BUILDINGS 


For the most part buildings are in a good State of repair as to 
roofs, paint, etc. We need to keep up the painting program on 
the interiors of the buildings. Maintenance costs have in- 
creased, and labor is very hard to get. 


During the past two years we have for this reason postponed 
doing many incidental repairs which should be attended to in the 
near future. To do this calls for increased appropriations for re- 
pairs. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


Last year we continued our physical examinations with Dr. 
McCormack, Dr. Nelson and ‘Dr. Staples examining three hundred 
and sixty-six pupils. It seems to me that in many ways these 
examinations are superficial and should be replaced by a more 
thorough examination in fewer grades each year. Thus pupils 
needing further health service could receive definite follow-up 
attention. Examinations could be made in grades one, three, and 
six. Each year a new group of pupils would be entering in 
these grades and would receive thorough examinations at that 
time. I think we should consider this plan of examination. 


Mouth Health Education was continued this year and occupied 
a period of twenty-three days with Miss Porter from the State 
Department of Health, Dental Division, in charge. Following 
are extracts from a report on the mouth health education proj- 
ect in Norway, 1942-1943, sent to us by the Department of 
Health and Welfare, Bureau of Health, Dental Division. I have 
a few complete reports if anyone would care to have one. 


— 
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“For the second time, the pupils in the schools of Norway have 
received a program of concentrated mouth health education to 
supplement the instruction given by the teachers during the 
daily course of study. This second portion of the project took 
place in December, 1942, and January, 1943. It occupied twen- 
ty-three school days. 


“This second portion of the project was purposely planned to 
" emphasize the educational aspect. Some mouth examinations 
were made although the dental hygienist spent most of the time 
in classroom teaching and in aiding teachers with plans for con- 
tinuing mouth health education. A schedule of instruction was 
worked out that resulted in three lessons for each elementary 
grade and five lessons for each Junior High School class. These 
lessons, in general, were about good mouth health practices. 
Those for the upper elementary and Junior High School also in- 
cluded the formation of oral structures and their functions. 


“In the Senior High School a total of one hundred and thirteen 
students were examined, sixty-two boys and fifty-one girls be- 
tween the ages of fourteen and nineteen years. Of interest is 
the fact that eighty-eight boys and girls, seventy-eight percent 
of those examined, had one or more untreated decayed teeth. 
Significantly fewer girls than boys had decayed teeth. Among 
those eighty-eight students there was a total of four hundred 
and twenty-nine decayed teeth, an average of almost five for 
those students with dental caries. Boys and girls were about 
alike in average decayed teeth. 


“In spite of the fact that a large proportion of Senior High 
School students had untreated decayed teeth, an even larger .per- 


cent had filled teeth. There were ninety-four students with filled 
teeth, eighty-six percent of those apparently not immune to den- 
tal decay. The fact that there were more students with filled 
teeth than with decayed teeth indicated that some of the stu- 
dents examined, but only a few were receiving dental care fre- 
quently enough to keep up with their need for it. The ninety-four 
students with filled teeth had a total of eight hundred and twen- 
ty-six, an average of 8.6 for the group. As might be expected 
from the. fact. fewer girls than boys had. decayed, teeth, more _ 
girls than boys had filled teeth. 
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“Considering together the evidence of untreated decayed teeth 
and the evidence of filled teeth, we are led to believe that these 
Senior High School students examined show two problems identi- 
cal with those found in the previous survey of the elementary pu- 
pils; the problems of a high percent with untreated decayed 
teeth and a high percent who are not receiving dental care fre- 
quently enough to keep up with newly occurring dental decay. 


“Some pupils examined in January, 1942, were again examined ~ 
in January, 1943. There were one hundred and twenty pupils 
in this group among all grades and Senior High School. During 
the first examination, these pupils were told about their mouth 
health, or lack of it, and suggestions for improvement were given 
them. ‘These same comments and suggestions were also sent 
to their parents. When this group was re-examined some in- 
teresting changes were found to have occurred. On the whole 
these changes were for the better. 


“The second year shows a notable increase in the percent of 
pupils with clean teeth and a fair improvement in the number 
who said they brushed their teeth daily. At the second exam- 
ination, it waS apparent that a larger proportion of this group 
were giving their mouths better home care. ‘Their mouth hy- 
giene habits seemed to have improved in the one-year interval. 
Exactly what caused the improvement is not known but it in- 
dubitably was partially due to the aroused interest of the pupils 
and their parents brought about by the sustained efforts of the 
teachers and the momentary examination and instruction by the 
dental hygienist. 


“In 1942, this group of pupils had nearly three times as many 
decayed as filled teeth, whereas, in 1943, they had not quite 
twice as many decayed as filled teeth. 


“As we have repeatedly stated, there is an indication of a lack 
of good mouth hygiene ‘habits and a need for more dental care. 
The latter is especially evident in the youngest age group where 
the average number of decayed teeth is nearly twice the average 
number of filled teeth. 


“As yet, no reliable method of preventing dental decay is 
‘known but we do know it can be controlled by dental care.- Un- 
til something more is known, the best suggestions for maintain- 
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ing good mouth health are to keep the whole health of the in- 
dividual at its highest peak, to keep the teeth clean by thorough 
toothbrushing immediately after eating, and to have teeth 
filled as soon as they decay. It is these suggestions that mouth 
health education projects are trying to transform into universal 
practices. That a beginning has been made in Norway was 
shown in the discussion of improvement found in the group of 
pupils re-examined after a one-year interval. 


“One more factor that is contributing to the progress toward 
better mouth health in Norway is the interest of the Norway 
Mothers’ Club. This group has assumed the financial responsi- 
bility of providing corrective dental care for the sub-primary 
and first grade pupils whose parents cannot care for their entire 
needs. The dental hygienist, while carrying on the project in 
the schools, advised and assisted in the preparation of this plan. 
Under the prevailing depletion of dental service for civilians, not 
a great deal could be accomplished along that line nor should 
there have been a great need for such assistance becauSe of the 
present ample opportunity for everyone to work. Just how much 
was accomplished the Division of Dental Health does not know. 
But it is known that the local dental profession available coop- 
erated to the limit of its ability. 


“In conclusion may we Say that it looks as if a good start had 
been made toward better mouth health in Norway. There is 
much more that can and should be done. The Division of Den- 
tal Health suggests continuing the mouth health education 
through the combined efforts of the teachers and dental hygien- 
ists together with continued activities to provide dental care on 
the part of the parents, community groups and local dental pro- 
fession.” 


Money should be raised to continue this service with possibly 
additional money for corrections.

Principal’s Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the School 
Board: 


I herewith submit for your consideration a report of the 
progress of the Norway High School for the past year. School 
opened Sept. 7, with an enrollment of 185 pupils. Their 
registration by classes and the percentage distribution in the 
different curriculums is shown in the attached table. 


This registration is a decided drop from that of the past few 
years when the capacity of the building was tested by the large 
enrollment. Some pupils, who ordinarily would have remained 
in school, have left, being attracted by the high wages being 
paid in industries at the present time. A few boys have left 
school in order to enlist in the armed services. There also 
was a distinct loss of tuition pupils, notably from Lovell, Water- 
ford, and Stoneham, owing to lack of transportation. 


In June, a class of forty-seven was graduated. Six seniors who 
entered the services before completing the work of the last year 
were granted their diplomas by the State Diploma Equivalency 
Board. The majority of the boys who graduated last spring 
are serving their country at the present time, while a few of 
the girls have entered institutions of higher learning. Several 
girls are now in training for nurses at different hospitals in the 
state. 


Before school closed last year the resignations of Miss Mar- 
tha Anderson of the Commercial Department and Miss Helen 
Wormwood of the History Department were tendered. Mrs. 
Adeline Klain, a former teacher, was elected to the position 
vacated by Miss Anderson, and various substitute teachers 
taught Miss Wormwood’s classes. At the close of the year 
resignations of Miss Jeanne Bertocci, Miss Dorothy Frost and Mr. 
Jams Cole were received. Because of the decreased enrollment 
we were able to eliminate one teaching position. Miss Evelyn 
Tondreau, Mrs. Lewis Hutchinson and Mr. John. Roberts were 
elected to fill the existing vacancies. 
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The latter part of the spring, because of the increased re- 
quests for boys and girls to work afternoons or part time, it 
was decided to introduce the one-session day. This, I believe, 
has helped the employment situation in the town as it has made 
possible the employment of high school pupils for the entire 
afternoon. I would recommend, though, that as soon as the 
present emergency is over that we return to the two-session day 
which we have had in the past, as I do not believe we are able 
to accomplish as much school work under the present plan 
as we did under the old system. 


The extra-curricular activities have been continued on the 
same basis as in previous years. The boys’ athletics are under 
the direction of Mr. Roberts and Mr. Rowe; the musical clubs 
are under the supervision of Miss Wood; the girls’ athletics are 
under Miss Tondreau’s direction; and the dramatics are being 
- coached by Mrs. Hutchinson. All are being maintained suc-- 
cessfully. 


All organizations have working capital and no bills are owed. 
The larger than usual balance of the athletic account may be 
attributed to the fact that we have bought heavily the past 
few years while prices were down, thus eliminating the necessity 
of purchasing inferior materials at the higher prices which exist 
today. 


Our extra-curricular activities are financed entirely by the 
pupils and thus are maintained without cost to the town. The 
financial report of the athletic association and of the activities 
fund is appended to this report. 


As of last year, the student body is participating in the war 
effort in every possible way. Defense stamps and bonds are 
being sold by members of the Commercial Club. Many boys 
have been excused to assist the farmers in harvesting their 
crops, and: they,: also, have been of assistance in the removal 
of. snow from the streets. : 


Again this year, the problem which is causing the most con- 
cern is the unnecessary absence. of some. pupils. Certain neces- 
sary absences are tobe expected, while. other absences really 
have no justification. It is to be regretted that some parents 
contribute to their children’s low marks by allowing them to 
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miss school when it is not wholly necessary. Any work which 
is made up will not fully cover the missed recitation as the 
pupil has missed the class discussion which can never be re- 
placed. I sincerely hope that parents will make an effort 
to see that their children are as regular in attendance at school 
as possible. 


On behalf of the faculty, I wish to thank you and the citizens 
of the town for your support and interest in the high school 


as evidenced by the continued cooperation of all.

Report of the Public Health Nurse, 
1943 


NORWAY 


The success of any health program depends on the interest and 
understanding of the aims and objectives of the public health 
service by the general public. To attain that goal, a strong, ac- 
tive health committee is essential. Norway has been fortunate 
in having a small group of faithful and interested citizens as 
members of the health committee, but a larger committee is 
needed to share the responsibility for enlarging and strengthen- 
ing the health program. 


Twenty-three visits were made to prospective mothers and 
twenty visits were made a few weeks after delivery to help 
mothers adjust to the care of the new babies. 

Fifty-two visits were made to infants and forty-five pre-school 
children, emphasizing the need for medical supervision, immun- 
ization and helping mothers to establsh good health habits among 
these children. These visits have a direct relationship with the 
health in schools, helping the child to stand the stress and strain 
of school life. 


Seventy-nine visit were made in homes of school children. 
These were follow-up visits, after the examination given in school 
to the children, to assist parents in the correction of defects and 
in securing medical diagnosis and treatment. 


Nineteen visits were made to schools for conference on the 
school health program. 


Four hundred and thirty-three children had hearing tests with 
the Audiometer. Seventy-six were found defective. 


ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 97 


An opportunity for high school childrn to be tested to see if 
they had had contact with tuberculosis was presented. An X-ray 
clinic conducted by the Bureau of Health was held at the Nor- 
way High School to check positive reactors and rule out possible 
infections. 


Thirty-two visits were made to communicable diseases to assist 
in finding cases and contacts and to help in securing medical ex- 
amination and treatment. 


The Mothers’ Club took an active part in the health of the 
community when they sponsored a dental clinic. Several child- 
ren in two lower grades had corrective work done. 


There is need for a child health conference in Norway. Many 
children are not under medical supervision by their private phy- 
sician. We still have children who do not go to a private doctor 
for immunization, they are not protected against diphtheria. 


Only through joint action of citizens, doctors and town officials 


can we hope for real progress in the ‘health of Norway.

Report of Social Worker 


It is my privilege to present to the citizens of Norway a re- 
port of the Child Welfare Services performed in this community 
during the year of 1943 through the joint effort of the Maine 
State Bureau of Social Welfare and the Norway and Paris town 
governments, 


During the intervening period since 1938, a Child Welfare 
Worker has been available to the community to help specifically 
in social planning and servicing for the total and integrated wel- 
fare of the children of this town, and since 1941, of Paris. 


Of the 457 people reached through case work services during 
1943, 46% lived in Norway, 35% in Paris, and 19% in adjoining 
- communities. 


A wide range of requests have been made for this service. 
Likewise a considerable proportion of the population has been 
touched either by case work service or through activity of the 
community recreation work Interpretation to community 
groups of areas of untouched need has been an important em- 
phasis of the work. 


Whereas in the early years of this service, the need for fam- 
ily planning with the economically disadvantaged was of upper- 
most concern to the Selectmen, and thus in turn to the Social 
Worker, that emphasis has changed, reflecting the economic 
conditions of the community and the nation. Counseling boys 
and girls with problems, helping unmarried mothers face their 
situation, working with complaints involving neglect or abuse of 
children, together with the locating and licensing of homes for 
children needing substitute parents, constitute a comprehensive 
picture of the more recent scope of the work. 


Below is presented a graph showing the extent of the various 
types of services given. Although these have been broken down 
into seven groupings, it should be said that there is a degree of 
overlapping, i. e., a client needing financial service nearly always 
has a number of other inseparable problems. 
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In addition to case work services such as these, in which indi- 
viduals are helped to face and meet their problems, the Social 
Worker is concerned with studying the root causes for specific 
social problems, delinquency, crime, poor housing, family break- 
down, prostitution, mental deficiency, insanity, poverty, drunken- 
ness, behavior difficulties, etc. Knowing that all overt action 
has its basis not only in heredity but in the family and commun- 
ity environments, the next’concern is to eradicate certain fact- 
ors and to prevent other situations from arising which would 
later develop into community problems. 


It is the task of Norway citizens to be willing to look at their 
community as it is without undue censure, unmerited praise, 
or unrealistic pessimism. How adequately, we might query, 
does Norway meet the basic needs of its junior citizenry? Is 
there widespread acceptance of the fact that it is the “com- 
munity’s job to convince boys and girls that their essential. job 
is\tooS PAY -in School?” 


The gangs of boys of grammar school age who are committing 
petty thefts and who haunt the poolroom would find real thrills 
if there were folks interested to share their hobbies with them. 
Those early teen-age girls who are victims of immorality and 


purposeless living present responsibilities which the community 
does not have the right to shirk. These and other manifest be- 
havior difficulties are symptomatic of a community malady. 


Who’s Responsible? 


“You sent for me about my son?’’ she smiled

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Within the frame work of family living, school work, church 
fellowship, and the community environment, boys and girls are 
nurtured for tomorrow’s responsibilities. What does youth need 
in order to become worthy citizens: stable family life where 
there is emotional security, as well as adequate shelter and nu- 
tritional food; schooling which equips for life; religious instruc- 
tion and experience to provide motivation for living; an oppor- 
tunity for achievement through creative leisure time pursuits. 


One community vehicle fostered last year to provide oppor- 
tunity for creative growth, as well as to Serve as a preventive 
agent, was the Community Recreation Council which sponsored 
a playground and swimming instruction—serving well over one 
hundred youngsters—, roller skating, bicycle trips and co-ed 
parties. Many different approaches might well be envisioned 
and developed not only for the children but for the adults. Pro- 
vision for these should be on a permanent public basis and in 
complete cooperation with the School System. 


Another area of inquiry which could be scrutinized is the na- 
ture of the local housing situation. Are there enough available 


homes, and are all of these compatible with reasonable stand- . 


ards of sanitation and decency? 


To solve these problems requires community planning. The 
“small community” will only continue to be the “proving 
ground of Democracy” if its members become agitated not only 
with the physical conditions of the roads but also with the social 


conditions affecting their children’s environment. “This is an~ 


age of group research, group planning, and group action,” we are 
aware. 


Concerned community groups can make it possible even in 
times of war tensions to “safeguard their children that they. will 
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be strong to carry forward a just and lasting peace.” The work 
of postwar planning to make better community living must start 
at the local level to be realized on the national scale, and finally 
in the world community. 


The experience which the Bureau of Social Welfare has gained 
in carrying on the Child Welfare Services with the Towns of 
Norway and Paris leads the Bureau to feel the feasibility of 
maintaining the service on a County scale. While the work in 
Norway and Paris will necessarily be suspended, for the present, 
it is anticipated that the type of ‘Child Welfare Services given in 
this area may soon be extended to all of Oxford County.

All expenditures authorized by approved 
warrants were paid by check. Vouchers were test checked to 
determine that they were just charges, correctly recorded and 
carried to the proper department or appropriation account.

The cash balance was reconciled with the bank as per detail 
shown on Schedule 1. 


TAXES, PROPERTY AND POLL 


The commitment of taxes to the Collector was compared with 
the Assessors’ records and found in agreement. The total com- 
mitment was accounted for by cash to the Treasurer, authorized 
abatements, or still remained unpaid according to the records 
of the ‘Collector. No mail verification has been made of these 
uncollected items. Taxes remaining unpaid are summarized on 
Schedule 2, with supporting detail being shown on Schedule 2-a. 


Payments received on tax liens and deeds were found to have

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Committee and Citizens: 


Herewith I submit my twenty-third annual report as superin- 
tendent of the Norway public schools. 


Military victory in the present war will provide one more 
chance to build a world of freedom, well-being, and security. This 
time the opportunity must not be muffed. 


America’s part in Winning the war, her economic strength, and 
her ideals and traditions of leadership in international coopera- 
tion have already placed her in a position of leadership in shap- 
ing the post war world. If, however, our hopes and plans are to 
be realized, we must be prepared to wage peace as effectively as 
we have waged war. 'The campaign of peace requires an informed 
and thoughtful citizenry, determined to attack world problems 
with courage, resourcefulness, and high moral purpose. Educa- 
tion, both formal and informal, in all departments and ‘phases, 
and at all age levels, must take account of the problems and 
needs which the war and the peace will have created or intensi- 
fied. If we allow our schools to deteriorate as they have during 
the past years, we are not going to be in a position to play the 
part that We should play now and in the post war years. Our 
schools are facing an emergency, and it’ behooves every commun- 


_ity, state, and the nation to realize that emergency and come to 


their support. The vital factor in all of this is more adequate 
financial support. : 


TEAICHER SHORTAGE AND SALARIES 


The shortage of teachers in the United States elementary and 
secondary schools will be even greater this coming year than 
during the year just past. The industrial manpower shortages 
have been solved, but no concerted action has been taken to pro- 
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vide the country with the 68,000 qualified teachers Who are des- 
perately needed. Maine and the town of Norway are in the same 
predicament as the rest of the country—only perhaps more so. 
What are the causes of this predicament? Teaching standards are 
deteriorating, and damage is being done to the profession which 
will take years to repair. Is there anything that can alleviate the 
situation? 


One out of every five who signed up to teath for the school year 
of 1943-1944 left the job before the year was out. Many class- 
rooms had three, four, or five teachers during the year. Teach- 
ers never were found for 7,700 classrooms which had to be closed. 
Most of these teachers left their jobs in order to get a living wage 
in some other field. The teaching profession has always been 
noted: for low salaries. In contrast to war job pay, these salaries 
offer even less inducement. In 1942-1943, only two states paid all 
of their teachers $1,200 or more; 44,000 received less than $600. 
No wonder a welding job at fifty dollars a week seemed to make 
more sense. The following statistics supplied by the United States 
Office of Education gives us a picture of conditions: 


78,000 men and women have been recruited for classrooms who 
could not meet state requirements and are not qualified to teach. 


In one state where teachers received an average salary of only 
$481.00, 110 per 1,000 men who were drafted could not meet 
Army educational standards. In another state where the average 
teacher salary was $1,196.00, only 23 men per 1,000 failed to meet 
military requirements. 


Lawyers in the United States receive an average annual income 
of $4,391.00; veterinarians receive more than $2,500.00. Teachers 
net an average of $1,408.00. 


In 1938-1939, the average teacher’s salary had eleven per cent 
more buying power than in 1942-1943. 


Lower salaries have made the teaching profession so unattrac- 
tive that enrollments in teacher-training institutions have drop- 
ped off more than 50% since 1940. 


Shortages are particularly great in rural areas and‘in towns 
near large factories. In Delaware, ten per cent of the teachers 
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outside Wilmington hold only war emergency certificates. Where 
there are unqualified teachers, schools can do little to help par- 
ents and communities fight the delinquency which is prevalent 
all over the country. 


Maine has always been noted for its low teachers’ salaries (37th 
among the states); Norway is only an average town in Maine, 
and our best teachers have always been attracted to other states. 
This is happening now only at an increased tempo. ; 


Thus we see that low salaries, teacher shortage, and poor 
schools go hand-in-hand; and, if we are to improve the condi- 
tion, We must work for higher teachers’ salaries. 


We need to make increases and specific adjustment in salaries 
and salary schedules in our town to meet the needs of our own 
local community. Our state, through its legislature, needs to take 
action on a broad program of teacher recruitment and raising of 
standards, tax reform, economies in administrative organization, 
and guaranteeing of minimum salaries and other minimum ‘pro- 
visions throughout the state. 


We have before our legislature, bills to do all of the above 
mentioned things, and it behooves every parent and citizen to 
urge through our legislators their passage if our schools are to 
maintain their present standards. 


I am recommending that our elementary school teachers’ sal- 
aries be increased from a maximum of $1,332 to a maximum of 
$1,500 or more and secondary school teachers’ salaries to a max- 
imum of $1,800 or more. These recommendations and the money 
necessary to be raised to care for them are set forth in the bud- 
get of the school committee for the year 1945. I feel that only by 
raising more money for teachers will we be able to get teachers 
for our schools and maintain our schools at anywhere near the 
standards to which you have been accustomed and the standards 
you have come to expect. The town which will pay the highest 
salaries to their teachers will get the teachers and keep their 
schools running. Many of the schools paying low salaries will be 
unable to get teachers this coming year. 
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FINANCIAL 


I would call your attention to the financial statement for the 
year ending December 31, 1944, and to the budget for 1945. There 
is a large balance in the school account because of the fact that 
we received $1,700 more from the state school fund than we had 
anticipated. More money is being asked for next year than for 
last year. We are asking for more money in the repairs account 
to pay for the deficit caused by having to make emergency re- 
pairs on the boiler this fall in replacing broken sections. Increas- 
es in the general school account are for the purpose of salary ad- 
justment for teachers. 


Small increases are being asked for in Home Economics and 
Agriculture, but the same amounts are budgeted for Textbooks 
and Supplies. 


I would ask that every citizen study the last year’s expendi- 
tures, as set forth in the financial statement,-and the school bud- 
get for 1945 and give them support at town meeting if you feel 
that the amounts are needed to maintain our standards as at 
present and not allow them to deteriorate further. Your support 
will be a large factor in determining whether or not you have 
any schools at all in the year ahead. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


During the ten years of 1934-1944 the Norway school enroll- 
ment of elementary pupils has remained about constant with 
some fluctuation yearly, the peak year baing 573 in 1940. The 
high school enrollment grew from 179 in 1934 to a peak of around 
300 in 1940. The enrollment during the past fall term was 173. 
Thus our all time high enrollment was 873 in 1940. During the 
past three years the tendency has been to drop out of the upper 
grades and high school. In the lower grades, enrollments are in- 
creasing. This fall there were 128 enrolled—an increase of 30 
since 1940. This continual increase of enrollment in these prim- 
ary grades presents a problem of housing and, if continued, will 
be felt in the upper grades eventually. Next year something will 
have to be done to take care of this congestion. The only possible 
solution would seem to be to open the Norway Lake school to 
take care of the sub-primary and first grade pupils who come on 
the busses.

_ With the decreasing enrollment in the high school we have the 

.consequent. falling off of tuition pupils from other towns which 
has reduced our resources and made it necessary to raise more 
money through town appropriation. Many of the pupils who used 
to attend high school here from the towns of Waterford and 
Stoneham are attending Bridgton Academy because of the diffi- 
culty in getting transportation to and from Norway. Something 
should be done to facilitate the return of these pupils when times 
become normal. 


Since school began last September there has been a great deal 
of delinquency and irregular attendance on the part of some pu- 
pils. It is imperative that all children attend school who have not 
completed the eighth grade or Who are not sixteen pee of age. 
Excerpts from the State law follow: 


“Every child between the 7th and 15th anniversaries of his 
birth and every child between the 15th and 17th anniversaries 
who cannot read at sight and write legibly simple sentences in 
the English language and every child between the 15th and 16th 
anniversaries who has not completed the grades of the elementa- 
ry school shall attend some public day school during the time 
such school is in session, and an absence therefrom of one-half 
day or more shall be deemed a violation of this requirement.” 


“All persons having children under their control shall cause 
them to attend school as provided in this section, and for every 
neglect of such duty shall be punished by a fine of not more ha 
$25, or imprisonment for not outne than 30 days.” 


“Tf a child without sufficient excuse is habitually and wilfully 
absent from school or fails without such excuse to attend school 
for five day sessions or for 10 half day sessions within any period 
_ of 6 months, he shall be deemed an habitual truant.” 


HEALTH EDUCATION 
DENTAL HYGENE AND MEDICAL INSPHCTION 


We have been unable to do our mouth health work this year 
because of the fact that the state dental hygienist who serves this 
section has left, and the department has as yet been unable to re- 
place her. We are holding the money raised last year until such 
a time as a hygienist is available. Therefore, We are not asking 
for an appropriation this year for this item. 
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Last spring physical examinations were given by Dr. McCor- 
mack and Dr. Nelson to the children in the grades. I feel that we 
should continue this service this year and raise the same amount 
as last year. 


TEACHERS 


The past year has been one of problems in securing and retain- 
ing teachers. We have now many former teachers who have been 
out of the profession for years Who have returned to fill the gap 
and are doing a very creditable job. We have been very fortunate 
in having such a fine corps of loyal and cooperative teachers to 
staff our schools during these trying times. I wish to commend 
them on the fine patriotic service they are rendering. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


For details of the work in the high school, I refer you to Mr. 
Sampson’s report. 


CONICLUISSION 


Criticism of your schools is welcomed by your school officials 
and teachers provided the criticism is constructive.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the School 
Board: 


I herewith submit for your consideration a report of the prog- 
ress of Norway High School for the past year. 


School sessions were resumed on September 5 with an enroll- 
ment of 173, distributed among the classes as follows:

This is the smallest enrollment for a number of years, but it 
should increase in the succeeding years as there is an increased 
enrollment in the grades. 


The pupils are registered in the different curriculums in the 
following percentages:

The fluctuation in these different percentages is comparatively 
slight and is to be expected each year. 


At the close of school in the spring, the resignation of Mrs. 
Stevens and Mrs. Klain were received with regret. Miss Elizabeth 
O’Brien and Miss Virginia Bryant were elected to the vacancies 
caused by these two resignations. At the close of the fall term 
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Mrs. Card resigned, leaving a vacancy in the home economics 
department. We were very fortunate in securing Mrs. Avis Rod- 
erick to carry on the work in this department. The school is 
fortunate in having its full quota of teachers, as many schools 
are lacking one or more instructors, and some of the smaller 
high schools have found it necessary to close, due to the inabil- 
ity to secure teachers. 


In June, a class of 41 was graduated from the high school. In- 
cluded in this number were three boys who had left to enter the 
armed services. With the submission of their record in the ser- 
vice, together with their high school grades, approval was given 
by the State Diploma Equivalency Board to grant these boys 
their diplomas. Since the outbreak of war, all boys who have en- 
tered the senior year and who have failed to complete the year, 
due to entering the armed servics, have received their diplomas. 


The extracurricular work for this year has followed approx- 
imately the same line as last year. Clubs have been active in the 
work relating to their interests. At present there are in the schoo] 
the following clubs: Commercial, Dramatic, French, Latin, Fu- 
ture Farmers, Home Economics, Girls’ (Glee Club, and Orchestra. 


Our athletic work has been maintained so far as it was possible 
considering the restrictions placed upon travel. This school has 
been represented by the boys in interscholastic sports, in football, 
baseball, basket ball, and winter sports. The girls have continued 
their program of intramural sports as in past years. This last fall 
we were unable to complete our football schedule since the 
schools were closed because of scarlet fever. 


The Athletic Association started the fall with a balance of 
$480.33, and there is about the same amount on hand as of Jan- 
uary 1. This balance is somewhat larger than in past years due 
to the fact that we purchased heavily before the present crisis 
in materials, and at the present time are attempting to build upa 
surplus in order to outfit our teams anew whenever the equip- 
ment. becomes available. The records of the Athletic Association 
are open to any who may wish to examine them. 
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In the interest of conservation of paper, I am omitting the fin- 
ancial report as published in past years. All clubs have a balance 
on hand which, while not being large in some cases, has been 
found adequate to carry on their activities. It has been possible 
to finance all of our extracurricular activities without asking 
for assistance from the town. 


The musical clubs and orchestra made several public appear- 
ances and performed in a creditable manner. These organizations 
are a distinct asset to the school, and I sincerely hope that their 
work and membership will grow in the coming years. 


We have continued on the one session plan instituted two years 
ago. As I stated last year, I hope that we may be able to return 
to the two session day after the present shortage of labor is over- 
come by the return of the veterans in the armed services. There 
is no question but that we are not doing the amount of work un- 
der the one session plan which We were able to accomplish when 
we were in attendance two sessions. If possible, I believe it would 
be wise another year to divide our day into six periods rather 
than seven as at present. There are disadvantages either Way, 
but I believe the increased time in the periods would offset the 
loss of a study period by the pupils. In all probability, a six per- 
iod day would necessitate more home work on the part of the 
pupils. 


Our work has been interrupted to a considerable extent due to 
the necessity of helping in gathering crops, dressing poultry, 
shoveling snow, etc. 'This work had to be done, and since there 
was no available labor, it was necessary for the boys in school to 
do it. It has, however, caused a loss of school work by those who 
have been helping in this emergency. 


In addition to the aid just mentioned, war bonds and stamps 
have been sold in school to such an extent that the school re- 
ceived two citations from the United States Treasury last year. 


In my report last year, I mentioned that the problem causing 
the most concern in schoo] was the unnecessary absences of some 
pupils. Necessary absences are to be expected, but parents should 
realize that allowing pupils to remain out of school unnecessarily 
is handicapping their child and making it harder for him to do 
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the work of which he is capable. I know of no other way in 
which parents could be of more assistance to the school author- 
ities than by making certain that their children were in school 
unless it was absolutely necessary that they be absent. 


This report would be incomplete without mention of the teach- 
ers. I appreciate the cooperation Which they have accorded me in 
carrying on the work of the school, and I commend them to you. 


A cordial invitation is extended to all who are interested in our 
schools to visit them and observe the work. 


In closing, I wish to thank the townspeople, superintendent, 
and school board members for their active interest and coopera- 
tion during the past year.

Annual Report 
Public Health Nurse 


NORWAY, 1944 


“KNOW YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—WHO SHE IS— 
WHAT SHE DOES” is the slogan for the first National Public 
Health Nursing day to be observed by hundreds of communities 
in our country on January 26th, 1945. 


In an effort to help the people in this community to know 
more about what the public nurses do, the following report is 
submitted. 


During the past year as in previous years, an effort has been 
made to provide the best possible nursing service for mothers, 
infants, preschool and school children, and to promote better 
general health for every member of the family. 


Thirty-eight visits have been made to provide maternal and 
infant care supervision. Some of these visits have been to wives 
of our servicemen in the armed forces. This has helped give 
confidence to many young mothers and assurance to the men in 
service, that good standards of health are being maintained 
during this important period of family life. 


Eighty-three home visits were made to encourage parents to 
secure protection early against diphtheria and smallpox for in- 
fants and preschool children. There is need for an immunization 
clinic, to provide this care for some children who are not yet 
protected. 


Eleven visits were made in the interest of crippled children, to 
encourage attendance at clinics, assist with plans for hospitaliza- 
tion and to help interpret and carry out the physician’s instruc- 
tions. 
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Sixty-six visits were made for the control of communicable 
diseases, including tuberculosis, syphilis and gonorrhea. 


The homes of sixty school children were visited, following 
physical examinations given in the school, to assist parents in 
securing correction of defects found. If more parents could be 
present at the school examination, it would give them a valuable 
opportunity to confer with the examining physician, regarding 
health needs of their children, and would help to promote earlier 
corrective care. We were glad to find that some throat and vision 
corrections were made during the summer. 


Eleven children and adults have received X-rays at the West- 
ern Maine Sanatorium during the year. Transportation for most 
of these children was provided by the Norway Red Cross Motor 
Corps. Although the women of the Motor Corps are busy people, 
they found time to give this important service, thus demonstrat- 
ing their interest in community health work in a most helpful 
and practical way. 


A community health council organized by citizens interested in 
the health of this community, would greatly increase the value 
of the service which the public health nurse is able to give. The 
membership of such a council would provide a group of persons 
willing to serve and to lend their judgement whenever health 
problems vital to the entire community arise. 


I wish to thank the doctors, Superintendent of Schools teach- 
ers and the Norway Red Cross Motor Corps, for their most valu- 
able assistance in the community health program. With unity of 
effort and purpose in Norway, we hope for greater accomiplish- 
ments during the coming year.

Re: Audit of the town of Norway 
January 1, 1945 to December 31, 1945 


An examination has been made of the financial transactions of 
the town of Norway for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1945. 

This examination consisted of a ‘thorough check of all cash re- 
ceived and disbursed, and such test checking of other operations 
as seemed advisable. All asset and liability accounts were re- 
viewed and verification to the extent deemed necessary made. 
CASH 

The General Fund cash at December 31, 1945 amounted to $31,- 
218.34 and is available for current operations, Verification was 
made with the Norway National Bank confirming the amount 
on deposit. 

ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

These are reimbursable expenditures made by the town for 
roads and charity. There are also sidewalk assessments which 
are past due. As these assessments are considered doubtful of 
collection, a reserve ihas been set up for the full amount. They 
have been outstanding since 1938. 

TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The commitment of 1945 taxes to the Collector was compared 
with the records of the Assessors and found to be in agreement. 
97.9% of the commitment was accounted for by cash paid to the 
Treasurer and properly authorized abatements, while 2.1% re- 
mained unpaid according to the records of the ‘Collector. 

As no prior years’ taxes are outstanding, the reserve account 
has been adjusted. 

TAX LIENS AND DEEDS 

Payments received and credits made on tax liens and deeds 
were found properly ‘applied and verified with the records, The 
liens and deeds remaining unpaid were on file with the Treasurer 
and were checked in detail. Adequate reserves are maintained 
against these accounts. ; 

BONDS OUTSTANDING 

During the year, $3,000 in bonds matured and were paid by ap- 
propriation. 

The bonds still outstanding are a series of 3% High School 
Bonds issued in 1938. The original issue amounted to $60,000, of 
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which $9,000 has been paid. The remaining balance of $51,000 
matures $3,000 annually 1946 to 1954, and $4,000 annually 1955 to 
1960. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 

One 1946 poll tax was paid in advance during the year. 

Excise tax collections, applicable to the 1946 year, amounted to 
$465.85 as at December 31st and this amount covers receipts 1 to 
173 inclusive. 


The Town Property Income account has accumulated to a sum 
of $4,611.66. This account represents payments received for ac- 
crued taxes and interest on property acquired by tax liens or 
deeds and is carried forward from year to year until such time 
as the town votes final action for its disposal. 


NET DEFICIT 

After a conference with town officials, it seemed desirable ito 
eliminate a policy inaugurated in 1942 of carrying forward par- 
ticular overdrafts from year to year with the anticipation that 
appropriations would be made for their reduction. 


The Highway Washout balance of $4,000 and the Snow Loader 
balance of $3,000 ihave been charged direct to Net Deficit to clear 
the records for the coming year. As a result the Net Deficit is 
slightly greater than at December 31, 1944, although the opera- 
tions for the 1945 year were within ithe budget. 


TRUST FUNDS 

Thie various trust funds held by the town were examined in de- 
tail as to investments, and income received and paid out. 

In 1945, the town, by appropriation, restored all funds that 
were depleted by impounded cash so that all funds are now rep- 
resented by solid investments. 


- GENERAL 


Fidelity bonds covering the Treasurer, ‘Tax Collector and Clerk 
in the Selectmen’s office were found on file and appeared ‘to be 
proper. 


Withhholding tax deductions appear to be correctly handled, 
with the deductions paid direct to the bank. 


‘Local licenses were checked and ithe fees found accounted for. 


The books and records were found readily available and teffic- 
iently maintained.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


Members of the School Committee and Citizens: 


Herewith I submit my twenty-fourth annual report as super- 
‘intendent of the Norway public schools. 


Military victory has been won, but our problems have been 
multiplied many fold. This past year and the coming year are 
presenting problems that will demand the best cooperative efforts 
if we are to solve them and restore our country to normalcy. 
Every teacher, parent, pupil, and citizen has his part to play in 
this great work. During the war years our schools have been 
pushied aside and forgotten by the public at large. In my report 
of last year I mentioned the fact that our schools were facing an 
emergency. That emergency still iexists, only it is more intensi- 
fied by the ending of the war. Teacher shortage, low salaries, 
school housing, consolidation of our small school units, and cur- 
riculum revision to meet the needs of thie times are some of the 
problems we will have to wrestle with during the next decade. 
The solution of these problems will be necessary if We ‘are to 
have a part in rebuilding the war torn world. Our schools must 
do a better job than they have in the past if we are through ed- 
ucation to prevent and eliminate the possibility of future wars. 
Each and every one of us has a part to play in this program of 
taducation. We have spent hundreds of billions of dollar's in pros- 
ecuting a terrible war, yet we are loath to spend millions in ed- 
ucation, Unless we do rally to the support of our educational in- 
stitutions, tthe democracy for which we have fought may be lost. 


Merely to bring this nation back to its pre-war status will re- 
quire that every available talent be discovered, developed, and 
put effectively to work. These are tasks of our educational in- 
stitutions. ; 


¢ 
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'The American people prepared for this war speedily and ef- 
fectively. The strength of our nation will again be ‘tested by the 
speed and effectiveness with which it can prepare for the kind of 
peace which the sacrifice of our heroic fighting men have made 
possible. The first step in that preparation is the improvement 
of our schools. . 


TEACHER STATUS 


More than a quarter of ia million teachers have left the class- 
rooms since Pearl Harbor. That means that the turnover has 
been about 25% of the teachers employed in the schools prior to 
the war. ‘This is too large a turnover to permit the stability 
which the profession should have. 


For many years teaching has been a low salaried employment. 
Fully one-third of the teachers of this country are now working 
for a salary which is substantially lass than the wages the fed- 
“eral government pays the women who scrub the floors and pol- 
ish the furniture of its offices in the nation’s capital. 


Normally substandard salarias have not been adjusted to the 
present abnormally high living costs. The cost of living now 
stands at least thinty percent above the level of January, 1940, 
while teachers’ salaries in general have increased since that date 
only about twenty-four percent and in Norway in particular only 
about twenty percent. In actual purchasing power the salary of 
the average teacher was less in 1945 than it was in 1940. 


It is not difficult to understand why thousands of teachers have 
sought to improve their economic status by iantering other lines 
of work. ‘There have been other reasons for Isaving the schools. 
‘While the social recognition accorded the teacher has improved 
in recent years, many communities still hedge their teachers 
about with petty personal restrictions and call upon them for 
endless trivial services unrelated to their profzssional training. 
. Entering a new occuption is a welcomiz relief from such restric- 
tions. 


This situation has not only retarded advancement of teaching 
toward real professional status; it is seriously undermining the 
quality of educational opportunity at a time when the -nation 
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urgently needs thie highest grade of teaching service iin schools 
of all educational levels. The nation faces new problems basic- 
ally educational in character: the education of veterans, the oc- 
cupational reconversion of civilians, the return to school of older 
employed youth, the revision of the curriculum in the light of 
war experiences, the redirection of youth inito the professions neg- 
lected during the emergiency period, and the development of un- 
derstanding of new international velations, Only the highest 
quality of professional attainment can perform these important 
services adequately. 


If we are to attract young people to train for teaching and giet 
teachers back initto the service, we must raise the status of the 
teachers and ‘increase salaries so that they will be comparable to 
other professions. I am recommending that we increase all sal- 
aries at least 10% which will simply take care of the increased 
cost of living. There is a critical shortage of teachers now with 
no prospect of an adequate supply inthe near future. The com- 


munity iable ‘to raise salaries stands to hold and secure teachers 


for the coming year. 


HEALTH AND PHYSICAL FITNESS 


America has been given the sort of shock an individual re- 


ceives when the goes to his physician for a medical check-up and 


is told bluntly tthat the had better begin to take care of himself, 


Almost one out of every three men called before ‘thie selective 
service boards thas been found unfit for duty. Many who are ac- 
cepted for tthe military forces do not have tthe soundness of phy- 
sical condition required for effectiveness on the war fronts. It 
has been necessary to submit all inductees ito a period of physical 


hardening that could have been greatly shortened if they had en- 


tered ithe service in excellent physical condition. 


Lack of vigorous bodily health has not only handicapped our 
military strength in force and numbers but has weakened our de- 
fense activities on the home front. Absenteeism due to health 
that is under par cost millions of man hours in war production 
offices and factories. 


a 
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Much of this cannot be blamed on ithe schools, but good school 
health and physical education programs can do much to im- 
prove the health and physica] fitness of a community. I am rec- 
ommending that a full time physical director be secured if one is 
available, iand articles are in the town warrant for your approval. 
I would also recommend that the dental program be continued. 
when hygienists are available and that the physical examinations 


be continued. 


FINANCIAL 


I would call your attention to the financial school statement 
for 1945 and the budget for 1946. The large balance iin the school 
account due ito the increased state money will enable us to re- 
duce our recommendations for 1946. Wesshould have more mon- 
ley in many of the accounts, butt in view of tthe high taxes which 
the town is paying we are trying to keep our school appropria- 
tions down. 'We are asking tthat you support our recommenda- 
tions, 


ENROLLMENT, ATTENDANCE, AND SCHOOL HOUSING 


During ithe past year the enrollment in the Norway schools 
has increased. ‘Thi increase has been small in ithe upper grades 
and the high school but large in ‘the primary grades. This has 
necessitated the opening of the Norway ‘Lake school for a sub- 
primary and first grade to care for the bus children. We ‘have 
now two divisions of the second grade and will have to have two 
divisions of grades two and three next year. To take care of this 
increased enrollment we should have three or four additional 


rooms. At the present time wea have one division of grades five 


and six in tthe thigh school building, and this year we had to re- 
sort again ito holding classes in the attic in the elementary build- 
ing. ‘This is most undesirable and should be discontinued as soon 
as other quarters can be obtained. It would seem to be impossi- 


‘ ble to provide additional school housing this year, so we will have 


ito crowd tthe children into every available space. I would recom- 
mend that plans be made to remedy this school housing problem 
during the year ahead. It would seem wise to appoint a commit- 
tee to work with the school committee onthe school housing 
problem. 
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The attendance for the year has been for the most part good. 
Much of the absence has been due to sickness, particularly in ithe 
lower grades. 


REPAIRS AND MAINTENANCE 


During the year just past we have been able to make several] 
very important improvements in our buildings in the way of re- 
pairs. We have weatihier-stripped the high school and grade build- 
ings and painted many rooms in the two buildings. We have 
many more things that need to be done in the near future in thie 
way of painting buildings both inside and outside. Much needs 
to be done on ithe school grounds and walks as we are getting a 
serious erosion problem. As soon as possible this condition should 
be repaired.

Principal’s Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the School 
Board: 


I herewith submit for your consideration a report of the pro- 
gress of Norway High School for the past year. 


Upon the opening of school in September the registration was 
184 pupils, an increase of eleven over the previous year. The 
low point in our registration was, in all likelihood, reached last 
year. In a short time we should have, and maintain, a normal 
enrollment.

Since the last report was written, there have been several 
‘changes in the faculty. Mrs. Roderick, who completed the year 
after Mrs. Card resigned, decided to leave the teaching field. Also, 
in June, the resignations of Miss Bryant and Miss O’Brien were 
received. <A distinct loss to the school and to the town was the 
resignation of Mr. Edward Brown, the Agricultural instructor, 
who accepted a position at the University of New Hampshire. 
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Mr. Brown had taught here 25 years and in that time had built 
up our Agricultural course to the point where now it is the equal 
of any in the state. He was always ready to assist the citizens of 
the town in every way possible and was cooperative in all church 
and civic organizations. His loss will be greatly felt. Mr. 
Brown’s leaving the state emphasizes the fact that Maine is los- 
ing many of its best teachers to other states, where are found 
more security, better retirement benefits, and larger salaries 
than in Maine. 


We were extremely fortunate in inducing Miss Ruth Cogge- 
shall, who was teaching Home Economics at Fort Fairfield, to 
come to Norway to teach the same subject. Late in the summer, 
Mr Charles Fillebrown was hired to teach Agriculture. Mr Fille- 
brown’s availability made it possible to continue the Agricultural 
Curriculum, for, without him, we would have had to discontinue 
the work due to the lack of an instructor. Several schools in the 
state have had to discontinue work in this line for this reason. 
Mrs Donald McAllister replaced Miss Bryant in the Commercial 
Department, and Mrs Leon Stevens replaced Miss O’Brien. At 
Christmas time, Mrs Stevens found it impossible to continue 
teaching, and Mr William S. Brawn, recently discharged from the - 
armed services, consented to substitute for a period not to exceed 
six weeks. I do not know what to expect at the end of this time 
for, at present, I know of no available commercial teacher, All 
of the teachers who are with us for the first time are proving 
capable and extremely cooperative. 


I wish to mention the fact that, with the constantly changing 
teaching force, results cannot be obtained that would follow had ’ 
we a force that was stable and returned year after year. This is 
not written in disparagement of our new teachers, who are work- 
ing wholeheartedly for the good of the school; on the other hand, 
they will be able to contribute much more to the school next 
year and the year after if they return. 


Last year a class of 23 was graduated. Some are pursuing their 
education in institutions of higher learning, while many of the 
boys are in the armed services. 


Extra-curricular activities have been continued along the same 
lines as in the past—athletics, music, dramatics, and club work. 
Teams in football, basketball, winter sports, and baseball ‘have 
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been maintained for the boys. The intramural] sports program 
for the girls has functioned as in past years, This program 
makes it possible for ja much larger number of girls to participate 
‘in sports and ito earn their athletic awards. While we have won 
no championships, nevertheless schedules in all sports, except 
track, have been completed. A's in previous years, Mr Roberts 
coaches football, basketball, and baseball, while Mr Rowe coaches 
the winter sports team. Miss Tondreau directs the girls’ sports 
program. 


By arrangement with the State Guard, we have been able to 
play our basketball games in the Armory. The floor ig much 
larger and a much better grade of basketball can be played there 
than in the gym, which is small for the present-day type of game. 
The seating capacity is also much greater, enabling the spiecta- 
tors to watch the game more comfortably. In conjunction with _ 
South Paris High School we have played two “double headers” 
this year, an innovation which apparently has been well received 
by ithe fans. 


The musical organizations, as in ‘the past, have been ably han- 
dled by Miss ‘Wood. ‘These groups provide music for school and 
town entertainments. 


The Dramatic Club, under tthe sponsorship of Mrs Hutchinson, 
presented two one-act plays last spring for the benefit of ithe 
Athletic Association, and plans are under way for a similar pres- 
entation ithis spring. Mrs Hutchinson also coached the Senior 
Play, “Girl Shy,” which was produced in November. 


Prize Speaking was continued on the same basis as in the past. 
In addition to ithe local contest (prizes for which were kindly 
donated by the W.(C. T. U.), Norway High School was represent- 
ed in ithe Lydia ‘Spear State ‘Contest. The county contest was 
discontinued during the war years. 


The following clubs have been active under ithe sponsorship of 
the teachers: Future Farmers, Home Economics, Commercial, 
Latin, and French. . 


Financially, all organizations have a working balance. Follow- 
ing is the financial report of the Athletic Association:

IMPORTANT 


Chapter 320, Section 3, Paragraphs 4 and 5, of the Public Laws 
of Maine for 1945, reads as follows: 


“TV. All certificates and all records pertaining to birth, mar- 
riage and death in the custody of the state registrar of vital sta- 
tistics and the clerks of the several municipalities of the state 
are open to inspection subject to the provisions of this chapter, 
and it shall be unlawful for the state registrar or any employee 
of the state or any clerk or employee of a municipality to dis- 
close data contained in such vital records except as authorized 
by this chapter. 


“V. The state registrar may permit the use of data contained 
in records pertaining to birth, marriage and death for research 
purposes, but no record shall be given or shown, identifying the 
persons to whom the records relate, except in records of death.” 

In accordance with these provisions of law Marriage and Birth 
Records have been omitted in this Annual Town Report.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


NORWAY, 1945 


Volunteers gave many hours of service under the chairmanship 
of Mrs. E. Cummings at the time physical examinations were 
given to the school children in Norway, 307 students were ex- 
amined. Only 42 parents were present. Highty visits were 
made to parents in the homes. Fifty-nine of these were follow- 
up visits after the physician’s examinations to interpret the find- 
ings of these examinations to parents, to explain the need for 
further follow-up work from their family physician or where 
the family was financially unable to have corrective work done 
to plan with them for care through a local organization or com- 
mittee. It was most gratifying to find a goodly number of par- 
ents had corrections done before school began in the fall. 11% 
of defects found in school examinations have been corrected. 


Twelve visits were made to parents with children with crip- 
pling conditions to encourage mothers to return to Crippled 
Children’s Clinic or to assist them in getting transportation to 
the clinic. 


Nine visits were made in an effort to prevent tuberculosis or 
to explain the need of an X-ray for children who had reacted 
to the skin test given in previous years. These children were 
X-rayed at Hebron. The Norway Motor Corps furnished trans- 
portation to Hebron for these students. 


Thirty-nine visits were made to the schools to demonstrate 
vision testing and inspection for pediculosis. Conferences were 
held with teachers, pupils and superintendents. The Audiome- 
ter hearing test was given to 554 students. 12% were found to 
have some hearing defect. 


Twenty-seven visits were made to expectant mothers and fifty- 
one visits to infants and preschool children. These visits were 
‘made to infants and pre-school children to assist the mother in 
general problems, to encourage protection against diphtheria, 
smallpox and whooping cough during infancy and to encourage 
mothers' to take children to family physician for physical exami- 
nation. Help was given mothers to plan for needed corrective 
care, 
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Forty visits were made in the interest of preventing Spyhilis 
and Gonorrhea. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the doctors and 
town officials for their participation in the Public Health Pro- 
gram, also Mrs. Cummings and her volunteers who contributed 
generously in service at the school, thus releasing the nurse for 
additional service in the homes. I wish to thank Mr. Edminster, 
Superintendent of Schools for his support and interest which en- 
riches the health service to your community.

Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Norway 
January 1, 1946 to January 2, 1947 


CASH 

The General Fund cash on deposit and subject to check as of 
January 2, 1947 was verified with the bank statement, and the 
amount so reported reconciled with the balance as shown by the 
records of the town. 

All disbursements were made by check and were supported 
by warrants properly signed by the required number of offi- 
cials. All receipts were examined and found to be correctly 
recorded. 


CASH—HIGHWAY EQUIPMENT ACCOUNT 

During the year, $16,799.96 was transferred to a separate 
account for the purchase of highway equipment and garage. 
This amount was verified with the depository. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

This account represents amounts due from the State for 
highway and pauper expenditures, and from other towns for 
pauper supplies furnished. There are also three sidewalk as- — 
sessments made in 1938 which are considered of doubtful value, 
and a reserve has been set up against these items to provide — 
for any loss in collections. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1946 tax commitment was added and compared with the 
Assessors’ records and found in agreement. The balance due 
from the Collector on the commitment was represented by a 
list of unpaid taxes according to the records of the Collector. 
At the close of the year, there were no prior years’ taxes out- . 
standing. a“ . 


TAX LIENS AND TAX DEEDS 

Payments received on tax liens were found to have been ap- 
plied against the proper items. Requests for verification were 
mailed to a representative number of unpaid tax and tax lien 
accounts. 
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NOTES PAYABLE 

Notes in the amount of $18,000 were outstanding at the end 
of the year. The issuance of these notes was authorized at the 
Town Meeting to provide the necessary funds to purchase cer- 
tain highway equipment. 


BONDS PAYABLE 

During the year, thé bonds outstanding were reduced by $3,- 
000.00. The funds necessary for this reduction were provided 
by appropriation. 


DEFERRED REVENUE 

This aceount is made up of 1947 excise tax collections as at 
January 2, 1947, and town property income which has accumu- 
lated to a sum of $4,803.10. 


NET DEFICIT 

At the close of the year, the net deficit amounted to $53,- 
164.32, as compared to a net deficit of $30,824.57 at January 1, 
1946. This represents an increase of $22,339.75 during the 
year under examination, the detail of which may be found on 
Exhibit E of this report. 

Included in this increase are net overdrafts of appropriation 
accounts totaling $14,865.50. These overdrafts were caused 
principally by the expenditures in the highway and bridges and 
snow removal accounts. The notes payable issued during the 
year, totaling $18,000, were also charged to net deficit. © 


TRUST FUNDS j 

The trust fund investments were verified by physical exam- 
ination. All income received appeared to have been expended 
in accordance with the terms of the trusts. 


GENERAL 

The 1946 excise tax receipts, #174 to #1485, and the 1947 
excise tax receipts, #1 to 133, were checked from the copies of 
the receipts, and all monies were found to have been deposited 
with the Treasurer. 

Vouchers were test checked to determine that they were just 
charges, correctly recorded and charged to the proper depart- 
‘ment or appropriation account. : 


RECOMMENDATION 

It is recommended that a majority of the school committee 
approve the school payrolls before submitting them to the Se- 
lectmen for payment.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Citizens of the Town of Norway: 


The most common question that has been asked of me is, 
“How do you like Norway?” I would like to take at least one 
paragraph to let you all know that I am very much pleased 
with the whole situation. Mrs. Jones and I are pleased with 
our home, we like your village, and everyone has been very 
friendly and helpful in making us acquainted with all of you 
who are interested in our problems. 


I am happy to find such a good school system. I could point 
out many things that are not to my liking, but you know what 
those things are and you are doing all you can to make correc- 
tions. We too often tell of the inefficiencies and neglect singing 
praises of our achievements in our schools. 


I was pleased to find such fine teachers. Your salaries are 
low—not much better than those in the very rural area where 
I was before coming here, but you are fortunate in having well 
trained, fine appearing, and progressive teachers. We have 
lost some of them to the larger towns, but I think your teach- 
ers must like Norway as I do. 


Too few communities see the value in the activities outside of 
the formal teachings. You have an excellent medical inspec- 
tion program; you have a program of dental hygiene; and the 
addition or re-establishment of your physical education pro- 
gram is more than commendable. Your school athletic pro- 
gram, school orchestras and glee clubs, and the many other 
activities are the making of a well rounded school program. 
You have had a music supervisor in the past, and I hope you 
may have the services of one as soon as such teachers are again 
available. You have excellent janitor service, and the school 
property has been kept attractive and in good repair. All of 
these things and many others make me feel that you are pro- 
gressive and want your children to share the educational oppor- 
tunities that are offered to the majority of children in our 
country. 
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Teacher Situation — 


You are all aware of the teacher shortage, but many are not 
convinced that this shortage is more than temporary. Seven 
hundred teachers left the profession in Maine last year with 
fewer than one hundred becoming available. Your normal 
schools and’ colleges have few who are preparing for teaching. 
Therefore, with the realization that it takes three or four years 
to graduate a certified teacher, there are only gloomy days 
ahead for those who must take the responsibility of providing 
teachers for our schools. 


Many feel that higher salaries will not make more teachers. 
They will. When our high school boys and girls realize that 
teachers’ salaries are as good as those of the day laborer, they 
may be willing to attend our normal colleges and become teach- 
ers. In 1940 the average salary of teachers in the United 
States was 98% that of the average day laborer. In 1945 the 
average salary of teachers was only 74% that of the day la- 
borer. The way salaries are heading, those percentages are be- 
coming more appalling. Better salaries may make it possible 
for us to get some retired teachers to come back and help us 
through this critical period. It wouldn’t be economically sound 
for a housewife who is an ex-teacher to pay more for someone 
to do her housework than she can get by teaching. Many 
housekeepers are getting $20 a week plus board and room, and 
that cannot be deducted from an income in. figuring income tax. 


You know from the papers what is being done about teach- 
ers’ salaries in the state. You must be familiar with the fol- 
lowing headlines: “Madison Teachers Receive Raise,” “Auburn 
Council Gives Increases to All Workers,” “Portland Teachers 
Get $200 More Next Year,” “Kennebunk Teachers Ask $520 
Raise,” “Gray Teachers to Get High Salary,” “Wells Teachers 
Vote Selves Hike,’ ‘Winslow Teachers Get $300 Increase.” 
These are only a few. All of the larger towns and cities have 
acted. What are we going to do? 


Your teachers want an increase of $100 in addition to regular 
increases to help defray the increased cost of living, and if the 
state makes more funds available to the towns, they feel that 
a share of it should come to them. I believe they are gctino 
and it is our responsibility to make it available. 


ee 
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High School Program 


In 1887 less than 10% of our children of high school age at- 
tended high school. Today that percentage has changed so that 
87% are in high school. In comparison with that change, we 
have changed slowly in revising our school program to fit the 
needs of the day. 


Sixty-five per cent of our population works in non-profes- 
sional jobs, and it is our responsibility to fit that group for life . 
in an industrial and scientific world. We have made some prog- 
ress in that direction by offering commercial, home economics, 


and agricultural courses; but our greatest effort is still con- 


centrated on the college preparatory group. There was a time 
when all those who were not planning for higher education 
either left school, attended some private school, or worked as an 
apprentice. for several years to learn his life’s work. I hope 
we will not reverse the situation of a generation ago, but we 
must be aware of the weakness in a program where a teacher 
has. to concentrate his efforts in instructing small groups in 
Latin, French, or possibly in higher mathematics, and neglect 
the larger groups who could profit so much from social studies, 
science or from industrial arts if such a course could be offered. 


Financial 

I would like to make the major part of my report that of 
telling you about the educational program of your schools, but 
the proposed budget is such that I feel considerable explanation 
is necessary. 


First: - Last year you had a balance on hand of $6,000; and, 
if it hadn’t been for that amount, it would have been necessary . 
to raise $48,000 instead of the $42,000 that was raised to main<”. 


tain your presents ery 


Secondly: The proposed budget last year was made with” 
plans for increased teachers’ salaries which was necessary to’ | 
retain many of our teachers. This increase was effective only” 
for the fourteen weeks of the it term. 


When these same: salaries are ebusidcren for a period of 
thirty-six weeks, there is considerably more financial need than 
for the past year. This item would involve about $3,000. 
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Thirdly: In this year’s budget we must consider regular in- 
creases which would amount to about $1,000. In addition to 
that, if we are to maintain many of our best teachers, we must 
make a $100 cost-of-living increase available to all teachers. 
This will involve $3,000. 


Taking the three items, above into consideration: $42,000 
raised last year, $6,000 balance on hand last year, cost of sal- 
ary increases last. year $3,000, and new salary increases of 
$4,000, we have a total of $55,000 which is approximately the 
figure in the proposed budget. 


This is a problem for you to study sincerely. It is a hard 
problem for me to present to you, knowing the tax burdens you 
are already bearing. Our only possible assistance would be in 
additional state aid. If the minimum salary bill receives favor- 
able action, the town would receive approximately $7,500 in 
additional funds. Then the budget figure could be cut by 
possibly $4,000, as a part of that fund should be available to 
teachers. 


The proposed budget has been made, keeping all items except 
those relating to salaries on the same level as in past years. 
This is a little dangerous, as costs of supplies and other ser- 
vices have increased over 20% and are still on the up-surge.

Principal’s Report 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the School 
Board: 


I herewith submit for your consideration my first report of 
the progress of Norway High School during the past year. 

Registration at the start of the fall term in September was 
168. This is low, as the entering class was much smaller than 
normal. A few have dropped out or transferred since that 
time, leaving the registration on January 6 at 35 freshmen, 50 
sophomores, 38 juniors, 34 seniors, and 4 post graduates. 

The school statistics will list the new teachers. 

A new physical education program, under the direction of 
Mr. Roland Chapman, was started this fall. Because of sched- 
ule difficulties not every pupil takes part in the physical edu- 
cation program, but it is hoped that every pupil will be able to 
receive the benefits next year. Any. pupils taking part in ath- 
letics are excused from physical education during the period 
of the activity. All clubs and musical organizations are func- 
tioning under the direction of capable teachers. ‘

Chapter 320, Section 3, Paragraphs 4 and 5 of the Public 
Laws of Maine for 1945. reads as follows:

Report of Public Health Nurse. 


1946 


Public health is concerned with obtaining and maintaining 
better health for every citizen of this community. Positive 
health should be the goal with readiness to work individually 
or collectively for that goal. 

School examination is now an active operation in Norway. 
Four hundred and thirteen children were examined with sev- 
eral women volunteering their time to assist with clerical work 
and planning the examination. The usual defects were found 
of teeth, throat, ears and a few with heart murmur which 
called for visits to the homes to urge parents to take children 
to the family physician for further examination. Many ortho- 
pedic and postural defects were noted. One difficulty is getting 
parents to take action on flat feet or postural defect before 
pain is felt. It should not be forgotten that a high incidence 
of a minor disability may contribute to a more serious health 
problem than some rare disease. Disability from foot defects 
are relatively highly prevalent. Home visits were made to 
eighty-five children for the accomplishment of corrective work. 
Many more parents were interested in the correction of the de- 
fect found than in previous years. 


Home visits were made to 53 preschool and infants for the 
‘purpose of urging parents to have regular check-ups by the 
family physician. We still have many children in this age 
group who do not receive continuous medical supervision from 
any physician. Child Health Conferences would provide such 
- service to the community. This group also needs some facil- 
ities to promote better health for all infants and preschool and 
to provide them with early protection from diphtheria and 
whooping cough. A population which has been free from diph- 
theria and smallpox suffers severe outbreaks unless a high level 
of immunization is maintained at all times. 
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Home visits were made to 12 children to assist with plans in 
securing correction for crippling conditions and speech defect. 
Twenty-six visits were made to expectant mothers and other 
adults for health supervision. Illness of an adult not only mat- 
ters to the individual but relates also to the weil being of their 
family. 


Thirty-seven visits were made in the interest of controlling 
syphilis and gonorrhea. A tuberculin testing program was held 
in Norway with 631 students and adults being tested. As a re- 
sult of this 34 were advised to be x-rayed and were at the clinic 
held in Norway Armory. Thirty home visits were made to pre- 
vent and control tuberculosis, It was hoped more parents of 
children with positive reaction from skin test would take ad- 
vantage of x-ray unit being in Norway. This would help in 
finding sources of infection. Disinterest impedes the progress 
of controlling tuberculosis. 


I am grateful to the school, superintendent, volunteers and 
doctors for their share and contribution to the health service.

NORWAY WATER DISTRICT 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Board of Trustees of the Norway Water District: 
I herewith submit my 2nd annual report as superintendent of the 
Norway Water District. 


PERSONNEL 
Two regular employees are employed by the District. All other 
help are temporary and hired only when needed. 
In September, 1946, our former clerk, Mrs. Gina Olson Haggett 
resigned as she was leaving the state and Miss Jeanne Scothorne 
was employed as office «clerk. 


PUMPING STATION AND GROUNDS 
This year, we had the pumping station painted inside and out. 
The road leading to the station is in good condition. The lawn 
around the station has been kept up as usual. . 


PUMPS AND MOTORS 

We had no serious trouble with our pumps this last year; only 
minor repairs had to be made. Pumps were cleaned and repainted. 
The pumps are now in good condition. 

Our No. 1 pump is the Auxiliary Pump; a Worthington 600 
g.p.m. driven by a Lehman Ford \V-8 gasoline engine. This pump 
is used only in case of emergency. 

No. 2 pump is a Gould 500 g.p.m. driven by a 40 H. P. high 
speed 2300 volts Century Motor. This is the pump that is used 
the most. 

No. 3 pump is an Allis-Chalmers 500 g.p.m. driven by a 50 H. P. 
Allis-Chalmers slow speed 2300 volts motor. This pump is used 
when the No. 2 pump is being repaired or when No. 2 is shut down 
for a check up. . 
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ELECTRIC EQUIPMENT 
We had no trouble this year with our electric equipment. Light- 
ning did not come in on the electric line the same as it did in 1945. 
Electricians are trying to find suitable fuses to install inside the sta- 
tion to eliminate lightning coming inside and putting our pumps out. 


. PURIFICATION 
The Wallace and Tiernan Chlorination Machine is working good, 
but a general over-hauling should be made on this machine. The 
ammonia machine was over-hauled this summer and the machine is 
now in good condition. Water samples are forwarded to the State 
Department of Health twice a month. | 


VENTURI METER 
_ We had trouble with this Venturi Meter this last summer. This 
machine was overhauled and is now in good order. The following 
is the amount of water pumped by months:

MAINS 

In January we lost a 4” main under the river on Lynn Street. 
-This main was under 6 feet of water at the time and a deep sea 
diver from Portland was hired to find out what the trouble was and 
to repair the pipe. Being unable to get the material needed, we had 
to wait until late Spring before repairs could be made. But we did 
dig down on both sides of the bridge and cut in gate valves and shut 
off this section. This river crossing was renewed with new pipe. 
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In March, we had a bad leak in the 10 inch main between the 
pumping station and the store house. This was repaired as soon as 
the leak was found. 

In December, a bad leak was found on the Sanborn Shoe Shop 
property. This leak was repaired at the owner’s expense. 

Our mains are cast iron, galvanized iron, and copper tubing; and 
1 inch transite pipe, other mains ranging from % inch to 3 inches 
in galvanized and 3% inches to 2 inches in copper tubing’; and cast iron 
from 4 inches to 10 inches. We have a parallel main on Water 
Street between Pleasant Street and C. B. Cummings & Son Mill. 
The 4 inch cast iron main is for domestic service only and the 8 inch 
transite main is a fire line with 2 hydrants and connected with the 
4 inch main on Bridge Street and also with the 6 inch main to Cum- 
mings mill yard. 

We have 12 automatic sprinkler systems connected to the sys- 
tem. Number of blow-offs is 4. We have a 10 inch steel pipe for 
river crossing under the bed of the river at the head of Main Street 
at what used to be the Pleasant Street Bridge. Also have 8 inch and 
a 6 inch by-pass with South Paris. 


SERVICES 
We also had bad leaks on services this past year. These were 
repaired as soon as the leaks were found. All these leaks on mains 
and services were the cause of excess pumping in January, March 
and December. 


HYDRANTS 
We had no trouble with our hydrants this year outside of minor. 
repairs. The hydrant at the corner of Main and Pleasant Streets, 
broken by automobiles so many times during 1945, did not give us 
any trouble this year as we protected this hydrant by placing two 
steel posts on the side of the hydrant. All hydrants were painted 
this year. 


GATE VALVES 
All gate valves were inspected and repairs made where needed.
